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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 


iIHE  foundation  of  the  present  volume  wu  laid  by  the 
late  Titeophilns  R.  Marvin,  in  a  little  book  of  $6 
pages,  entitled  ^eenealogical  Sketch  of  the  Descend- 
ants of  Reinold  and  Matthew  Marrin,"  {Hinted  in 
1S45  and  1848.  Genealogical  research  had  then 
attracted  but  few  students,  and  his  work  was  undertaken  solely  "with 
the  hope  of  tracing  the  direct  line  of  his  ancestry  to  the  first  emigrant 
to  this  country,"  in  whidi  he  was  successful.  To  this  he  added  par- 
ticulars of  a  few  collateral  Unes,  which  he  had  obtained  in  his  search. 
He  printed  a  more  systematic  arrangement  of  the  material  gathered 
CMceroing  the  earUer  generations  in  the  New  England  Gcneakipcil 
and  Historical  Register,  Volume  XVI,  n>.  335  tiuf.  In  1S89  his 
son,  Wtn.  T.  R.  Marvin,  one  of  the  compters  of  the  present  volome, 
was  asked  by  Prof,  and  Mrs.  Edward  E.  Salisbury,  of  New  Haven  — 
the  latter  a  descendant  of  Reinold — to  prepare  a  Mont^raiA  of  die 
family  history  from  the  papers  and  correspondence  left  by  his  father. 
This  they  privately  printed  in  1893,  io  the  third  volume  of  "  Family 
Histories  and  Goiealogies,"  with  four  Pedigree  Chartf  whidi,  with 
those  of  other  families,  trace  the  ancestral  lines  of  Mrs.  Salisbury. 
In  that,  however,  the  Matthew  line  wax  only  incidentally  mentioned, 
tbou^  given  more  fully  in  the  Pedigrees. 

Many  years  previous  to  the  appearance  of  those  sumptuous  vcdumes 
Mr.  George  F.  Marvin,  associate  compiler  of  the  present  work,  had 
become  interested  in  the  genealogy  of  the  family,  through  a  study  of 
the  "  Sketch  "  mentioned  above,  a  cx>py  of  which  had  been  presented 
to  him  by  the  late  Hon.  James  M.  Marvin,  of  Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  and 
thus  for  several  years,  the  compileTS,  each  without  the  knowledge 
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of  the  Other,  were  working  on  similar  lines,  until  a  few  years  ago  a 
letter  of  inquiry  from  one  of  these  to  the  other  disclosed  the  fact 

The  happy  discovery  by  the  late  Mr.  WiUian  S.  Appleton,  well 
known  as  an  ardent  genealogist,  of  a  reference  to  "  Reinold  Marvin  " 
in  a  win  preserved  in  Somerset  House,  London,  led  to  the  publican 
tion,  in  1900,  of  "The  English  Ancestry  of  Reinold  and  Matthew 
.  Marvin,"  and  the  time  seemed  to  have  come  for  printing  what  we 
had  found  concerning  their  descendants.  The.  results  of  oui  joint 
labors  are  here  assembled. 

It  is  but  justice  to  his  associate  for  the  writer  to  say  that  Mr. 
George  F.  Marvin  has  not  only  supplied  necessary  funds,  but  has 
been  indefatigable  in  his  efforts  to  give  a  completeness  to  the  book 
which  it  would  not  otherwise  have  possessed,  and  in  conducting  the 
larger  part  <A  the  correspondence  —  especially  in  hu  own  direct  line, 
that  of  Matthew,  FaUure  to  obtain  desired  information  in  one  diiec- 
tioo  seems  to  have  inspired  him  with  a  more  determined  purpose  to 
secure  it  from  some  other  source,  and  generally  with  success.  With- 
out his  aid  this  volume  could  not  have  been  printed.

Our  indebtedness  to  many  others  is  frequently  shown  in  the  following 
pages.  We  desire  also  to  mention  our  high  appreciation  of  the  aid 
rendered  by  Mr.  James  S.  Rogers,  of  Boston,  and  Hon.  Nathaniel  W, 
Howell,  of  Washingtonville,  N.  Y.,  who  though  not  sharing  our  blood 
have  given  invaluable  help.  There  are  no  more  pleasant  memories 
associated  with  our  work  than  those  of  the  autumn  days  of  1903, 
when  the  writer  visited  with  them  the  homes  and  burial-places  of 
many  of  our  kindred  in  the  eastern  counties  of  New  York,  and 
studied  their  records.  Only  two  instances  of  a  refusal  to  furnish 
desired  information  are  recalled. 
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In  addition  to  numberless  letters  of  inquiry  and  a  careful  search  of 
original  authorities  by  experienced  assistants,  many  personal  visits 
have  been  made  to  various  towns  in  Connecticut,  Massachusetts  and 
New  York ;  and  thanks  are  due  for  courtesies  received.  In  Lyme, 
Hon.  William  Marvin,  Judge  of  Probate,  rendered  sympathetic  aid ; 
in  Norwalk,  where  the  ancient  records,  long  Delected,  have  been 
beautifully  copied  and  finely  indexed,  we  were  given  every  facility ; 
in  Fairfield  we  were  shown  the  original  wills  of  Matthew  and  his 
widow,  Alice  Boutoa  Marvin,  that  of  her  son  John  Bouton,  and  the 
inventories  of  their  estates;  in  Hartford,  Mr.  C.  W.  Manwaring 
showed  us  the  origiiul  will  of  Reinold,  long  supposed  to  be  lost,  and  his 
inventory;  Mr.  Frank  Fainsworth  Starr,  of  Middletown,  Ct^  was  of 
great  service  in  settling  the  puuUng  question  as  to  the  name  of  the 
husband  of  Reinold's  daughter  Mary,  which  has  long  bafiled  genealo- 
gists. In  spite  of  all  our  efforts,  there  ranain  a  number  of  tines 
which  we  have  found  it  impossible  to  trace.  We  have  sometimes 
been  obliged  to  dedde  which^  two  or  more  conflicting  statements 
concerning  members  of  the  same  family  should  be  accepted,  and  in  a 
very  few  cases  to  offer  conjectural  dates,  which  have  been  noted,  we 
think,  in  every  instance. 

No  doubt  errors  will  be  found,  whidi  have  escaped  us,  but,  unless  ■ 
otherwise  suted,  our  data  are  based  on  family  or  official  records  which 
are  given  as  furnished  us,  even  to  the  various  modes  of  spdltng ;  wills 
and  inventories  have  been  literaUy  copied,  and  for  the  euiier  records 
of  military  service  we  have  usually  dted  our  authority.  Some  addi- 
tional data,  received  too  late  for  insertion  in  proper  order,  will  be 
found  on  the  pages  immediately  preceding  the  Index. 

It  was  found  impossible  without  greatly  enlarging  the  book  to  carry 
down  the  lines  of  descent  from  daughters  b^ond  the  second  or  third 
generation,  and  this  has  prevented  any  rrference  to  many  distin- 
guished names.  In  an  address  at  the  Norwich  (CL)  Jululee  (printed 
on  page  198  «/  Mf.  of  the  volume  giving  an  account  of  that  celebra- 
tion), the  late  Chancellor  Reuben  H.  Walworth,  of  New  York,  him- 
self of  the  Matthew  line,  has  a  long  catalogue  of  the  prominent  men 
descended  from  the  daughters  of  Matthew  Marvin.  One  of  the 
Pedigree  Charts  alluded  to  above  contains  some  of  Aese,  and  it  will 
not  be  out  of  place  to  mention  here  that  from  Mary*  Marvin  came 
Samuel!  Huntington,  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, Governor  and  Chief  Justice  (rf  Connecticut ;  his  nephew 
Samuel*  Huntington,  Govemu'  and  Chief  Justice  ti  Ohio ;  Enoch  H. 
Kosekrans,  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York ;  Samuel  Lee  Selden, 
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Judfe  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York ;  Hon.  Lyman  Trumbull, 
IT.  S.  Senator  from  Illinois  i  Rt.  Rev.  Tbos.  F.  Vail,  Bishop  of  Kan- 
sas; Rev.  Eleazar  ttlteelock,  and  his  son,  CoL  John  ^lieelock. 
Presidents  of  Dartmouth  College,  and  Rev.  John  T.'  KirUand,  Pres- 
ident of  Harvard.  From  Sarah,  another  daughter  of  Matthew-,  came 
Hon.  Cbauncy*  Goodrich,  Chief  Justice  <rf  MinnesoU  under  its  Terri- 
torial organization,  Prof.  Chauncey  A.  Goodrich,  of  Yale,  and  Samuel 
■G.»  Goodrich  ("  Peter  Parley  ").  Rev.  James'  Lockwood,  a  grandson 
erf  Rachel,*  refused  an  election  to  the  presidency  of  Yale  and  of 
Princeton ;  from  Rachel  was  also  descended  the  distinguished  jurist 
Chancellor  James  Kent. 

Equally  conspicuous  names  are  also  found  in  the  female  Unes  from 
ReinokL  Morrison  M.  Waite,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  was  from  his  grand-daughter  Mary* ;  Stephen  and 
Honer  E.  Royce,  both  Chief  Justices,  and  the  first  a  Governor  of 
Vermont ;  Capt.  Charles  £.«  CUrk,  commander  of  the  Oregon  on  her 
famous  voyage,  and  others,  are  mentioned  on  subsequent  piges. 
The  list  might  be  greatly  extended,  but  we  must  refer  the  reader  to 
the  works  cited  above.  Others  less  conspicuous  before  the  public, 
but  perhaps  not  less  useful  in  their  lives,  —  clergymen,  and  teachers, 
soldiers  and  citizens,  have  done  faithful  service  in  upbuilding  the 
nation  and  discharging  their  duties  "  in  the  various  stations  to  which 
it  pleased  God  to  call  them."  Surely  then,  the  children  of  Reinold 
and  Matthew  Marvin,  as  they  read  the  record,  may  cherish  the 
memory  of  their  fathers.

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DESCENDANTS  OF 
REINOLD  AND  MATTHEW  MARVIN 


ENGLISH^ANCESTRY 

l)HE  name  Marvin  is  found  in  several  counties  of 
England  as  early  as  the  beginning  of  the  fif- 
teenth century.  Of  \'arious  families  bearing  this 
name  who  are  mentioned  in  the  Visitations  of 
Wilts,  Somerset,  Hampshire,  and  others,  perhaps 
the  most  prominent  in  the  fifteenth  century  was  that  of  Sir 
John  Margin,  of  Fonthill  Abbey,  Wiltshire,  who  was  the  grand* 
son  of  a  Richard  Marvyn,  who  died  in  the  seventeenth  year 
of  Henry  VI.  This  family  had  branches  in  the  neighbcwing 
southern  counties,  notably  at  Pertwood,  not  far  from  the  Dorset 
boundary;  in  Wormister,  Somerset,  and  in  other  parishes  in 
that  vicinity.  The  fine  esute  of  Fcmthill  Abbey,  in  the  parish 
of  Hindon,  held  by  Marvins  for  more  than  two  centuries,  long 
since  passed  out  of  the  name  ;  the  Pertwood  branch  is  believed 
to  be  extinct  in  the  male  line  d  descent ;  Sir  Henry  Marvj-n 
Va\'asour,  Baronet,  of  Spaldington,  was  its  representative  in 
1868.  No  connection  between  the  Marvins  of  Wiltshire  and 
those  of  Essex,  where  our  ancestors  were  living  two  centuries 
before  the  emigration  to  New  England,  has  been  found. 

Some  notes  on  the  Wiltshire  Marvins  and  their  armorial  bear- 
ings, are  given  tn  the  Marvin  Monograph,  in  "  Family  Histc^es 
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and  Genealogies ; "  *  but  to  tbese  anfas  the  descendants  of  Rein- 
old  and  Mathew  hax'e  no  claim.  Our  ancestors  were  "yeomen," 
all  in  our  direct  and  collateral  lines  so  far  as  we  have  traced 
them,  owning  the  lands  they  occupied  or  inherited  ;  many  derived 
income  from  the  tenants  who  held  under  them,  as  will  be  seen 
later ;  btit  none  of  them  appear  to  have  used  any  armorial  de- 
vice, that  we  have  been  able  to  discover,  although  several  inter- 
married with  "  armorial  families."t 

In  the  Visitations  of  Essexf  there  is  a  single  allusion  to  the 
name,  where  Lancelot  Marvin  is  mentioned  as  having  married 
Elizabeth  Vavasor;  she  had  a  brother  who  lived  at  Waltham 
Abbey,  Essex ;  her  father  was  of  "  Akaster,  Yorkshire."  We 
have  not  attempted  to  trace  this  Lancelot,  but  there  were  other 
Marvin  families  in  Essex,  —  one  branch  residing  at  Lexden, 
about  twenty  miles  west  of  Ramsey,  contemporaneously  with 
our  own  ancestral  line, —  to  which  we  have  found  references, 
though  whether  related  to  them  or  not,  we  do  not  know. 

The  first  of  the  name  who  came  with  the  intention  of  making 
his  home  in  New  England  was  Matthew,  who  arrived  in  1635, 
probably  landing  at  Boston  in  June  of  that  year.  There  had' 
been  at  least  one  Marvin  in  America  before  him,  for  a  "  Master 
Maruyn  "  was  one  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh's  colony  in  1585,  and 
remained  "  one  whole  yeere  in  Virginia,  vnder  the  Gm-emment

From  «^t  put  of  England  he  came 
has  not   been  learned,  but  he  certainly  was  not  of  our  direct 

ancestral  line,  and  his  party  seems  to  have  returned  to  England 
iS  June,  1586. 

In  the  printed  Records  of  Massachusetts  (11:  215)  we  find 
that  a  Thomas  "  Marvill "  was  brou^t  before  the  General  Court 
1 1  Nov.,  1647.     The  entry  (s  as  fcJlows :  — 

Thomas  Marvill  his  case  consid'ed  about  seling  a  gunn  ignoranlly 
to  y*  Indians :  &  being  credibly  informed  y*  himselfe  discove'ed  his 
offence  to  a  ma^^u,  &  bought  anoth'  peece  from  y*  same  Indians,  &c., 
his  fine  is  remitted. 

This  was  probably  the  Thomas  Marvm  named  in  the  records 
(^  the  town  of  Newbury,  Mass.,  under  date  of  27  April,  1648,  as 
a  similar  confusion  in  the  spelling  of  the  family  name  is  not  un- 
common on  the  old  records  and  tombstones.  Apparently  he 
had  no  children.  He  died  ii\Newbury,  28  Nov.,  1651.  He 
may  have  been  the  elder  brotherThomas  of  Reinold  and  Mat- 
thew, but  of  this  we  have  found  no  evidence. 

In  1649  there  was  a  Robert  Marvin  in  Southampton,  Long 
Island :  Reinold  the  emigrant  had  a  brother  Robert,  and  also  a 
nephew  of  the  same  name,  as  will  appear  below ;  it  is  possible 
that  the  Long  Island  Robert  was  his  nephew,  but  this  has  not 
been  established,  and  no  effort  has  been  made  to  trace  his  de- 
scendants in  the  present  voIume.t 

Matthew  Marvin  was  f<dlowed  to  New  England  about  two 
years  later  by  his  dder  brother  Reinold,  or  Regindd,  as  his

With  Ihete  excepliona,  the 
Aneikan  Mar\ini,  ao  far  a*  known,  are  believed  to  be  deMondanu  of  Rtinold, 
Matthew,  or  Robert. 
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name  is  often  given  on  the  early  records.  The  precise  time  of 
his  arrival,  and  the  name  of  the  vessd  in  which  he  came,  have 
not  been  ascertained:  his  estate  was  charged  with  the  "Ship 
Money  Tax  "  in  Essex,  in  1637,  in  which  year  he  was  living  in 
Great  Bentley,  but  he  was  a  resident  of  Hartford,  Ct.,  in  1638, 
whither  Matthew  had  preceded  him,  the  latter  being  "  one  of  the 
twelve  veiy  eariiest  emigrants "  whose  names  are  known,  and 
one  of  those  who  "formed  the  company  thereafter  known  as 
'  Adventurers,'  to  whom  belonged  the  section  of  about  thirty- 
five  acres  known  as  '  Venturers'  Field,'  on  the  Hartford  records." 
Matthew  therefore  was  in  Hartford  as  early  as  November,  1635. 
A  volume  entitled  "  The  En^ish  Ancestry  of  Reinold  and 
Matthew  Mar\-in,  their  Homes  and  Parish  Churches,"  *  gives  a 
very  full  account  of  the  family  in  the  mother  country,  with 
numerous  wills,  etc.  (to  some  of  which  we  shall  refer) ;  it  con- 
tains the  results  of  a  careful  search  made  among  the  records  at 
Somerset  House,  London,  and  those  at  Ipswich,  SufFcrfk,  and  an 
examination  of  Registers  of  various  parishes  in  that  vicinity,  of 
sulTicient  antiquity  to  promise  any  light  on  the  subject.  It 
would  be  inexpedient  to  reprint  these  documents  at  length  in 
the  present  volume,  but  we  are  permitted  to  use  what  is 
needed  to  show  the  direct  line  of  descent  of  the  New  England 
emigrants,  which  is  established  beyond  question  by  those  re- 
searches :  to  these  will  be  be  added  some  further  facts,  and  in 
particular  one  or  two  corrections  in  the  family  record  of  Edward 
Marvin,  the  father  of  Reinold  and  Matthew,  obtained  since  that 
volume  appeared. 

The  English  home  of  our  ancestors,  for  more  than  a  century 
and  a  half  before  the  emigration,  was  in  the  north-easterly  part 
<A  the  county  of  Essex.  A  hundred  years  before  that,  or  eariy 
in  the  fifteenth  century,  we  find  several  Marvin  families  living 
in  and  near  Ipswich,  Suffolk  (only  about  ten  miles  north  <rf 
the  home  of  the  grandfather  of  Reinold  the  emigrant  and  his 
brothers),  and  in  some  of  the  parishes  between  that  ancient

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town  and  the  Essex  border.  We  have  the  will  of  Roger  Mar- 
vyn,  of  Ipswich,  who  must  have  been  b(»-n  as  early  as  1435  ;  of 
a  Robert,  also  of  Ipswich,  bom  in  1433  or  earlier,  and  c>f  sev- 
eia]  (^  their  descendants  who  resided  nearer  the  Essex  Kne  — 
in  the  parishes  of  Washfarook,  Chattisham,  Hintlesbam  (where 
there  is  still  standing  a  Marvin  gravestone  of  very  ancient  date), 
Belstead,  and  Copdocke,  all  in  Suffolk,  and  but  a  few  miles  from 
Ramsey,  Essex,  which  borders  on  the  river  Stour,  which  sepa- 
rates the  two  counties ;  in  Co[>docke  one  William  Marven  was 
Church-warden  of  St.  Peter's,  in  November,  1 547,  and  families 
bearing  our  name  are  living  there  at  the  present  time.  The 
connection  between  the  Suffolk  families  and  those  of  Essex, 
although  they  were  near  nei^lxxs,  has  not  been  dearly  estab- 
lished,  and  while  there  are  reasons  for  supposing  they  were 
more  or  less  closely  rdated,  th^  history  of  the  family  to  be 
given  in  this  work  may  well  begm  at  a  point  where  there  is  no 
uncertainty. 

Leaving  Harwich,  a  port  on  the  North  Sea  at  the  mouth  <rf 
the  Stour,  in  the  north-easterly  comer  of  Essex, —  where  we 
find  a  Thomas  Marvin  with  his  family  living  contemporaneously 
«ith  the  grandfather  of  Reindd  and  Matthew,  but  dL  whom 
wc  know  only  what  may  be  learned  from  his  will  and  taat  <A  his 
widow, —  and  travelling  westward,  one  passes  to  the  north  erf  the 
older  parish  of  Dovercourt,  with  its  venerable  and  interesting 
church,  dedicated  to  AB  Saints  (near  which  some  of  the  Mar- 
\ins  owned  property),  and  arrives  at  Ramsey.  This  is  a  village 
in  Tendring  Hundred,  nxty-dght  miles  north  of  London,  and 
three  miles  west  of  Harwich.  It  borders  on  the  Stour,  irtiich  at 
its  junction  with  the  Orwell  makes  the  harbor  of  Harwich. 

The  eastern  part  of  Ramsey  was  anciently  known  as  Michad- 
stowe :  here  stands  the  Church  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel, 
built  in  the  days  of  the  Normans,  probably  about  1 100,  with  its 
massive  square  tower  of  "Purbeck  stone,"  the  lower  portion 
overgrown  with  ivy,  and  the  whole  building  venerable  with  years. 
The  chancel  is  long,  and  the  chancel  windows  are  tA.  tmusual 
form,  with  square  headings.  In  this  Church  "  Rynalde  Mer- 
v>-n,"  the  grandfather  of  the  emigrants,  in  bis  will  made  22

printed  in  full  in  "  English  Ancestry." 

It  will  interest  some  of  our  readers  to  know  that  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1902,  Mr.  John  R.  Marvin  (son  of  one  of  the  compilera), 
a  descendant  of  "Rynalde"  in  the  tenth  generation,  visited  this 
Church,  and  by  the  kind  invitation  of  its  ^Hcar,  the  Rev.  W. 
Hurst,  vested,  read  the  Lessons  in  the  Evening  Senrice,  and 
presented  the  OfTertory  at  the  altar  where  his  ancestors  had 
worshiped  more  than  three  and  a  half  centuries  ago. 

Among  the  estates  mentioned  by  Rynalde  in  his  will  was  cme 
in  the  northern  part  erf  Ramsey,  called  "The  Ray," — a  peninr 
sula  formed  by  a  small  stream  flowing  north-easterly  into  the 
Stour,  and  crossed,  not  far  south  of  its  junction  with  that  river, 
by  "  Ramsey  Bridge,"  once  a  long  structure  of  timber,  now  re- 
placed by  one  <&  stone  with  a  single  arch,  "  in  the  great  road 
from  Harwich,  and  kept  up  at  the  charge  of  the  county."  We 
find  several  l^adea  in  Marvin  wills  of  the  sixteenth  century,  for 
its  repair. 

After  crossing  Ramsey  Bridge,  near  which  several  families 
of  Marvins  owned  estates  from  1540  onward,  and  probably 
long  before  that  date,  and  proceeding  a  few  rods  northward,  we 
come  to  a  road  which  turns  off  to  the  westward,  passing  Ramsey 
Hall  on  the  left,  held  at  the  time  we  are  considering  or  a  little 
later,  by  John  Herde.  One  branch  of  this  continues  south- 
westerly through  parts  of  Wix  and  Great  Oakley,  to  the  south ; 
the  other  branch  turns  directly  north  for  a  short  distance,  cross- 
ing the  main  road  and  continuing  to  Wrabness  station.  Not  far 
away  is  Roydon  Hall,  once  the  home  (A  the  Lucases,  a  family 
which  interests  us  from  the  fact  that  the  acknowledgment  of 
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Jc^n  Lucas,  made  in  his  wiU  in  1599,  that  he  owed  "To  Rey- 
nold Manine  of  Ramsej'  in  the  Countie  of  Essex,  yoman,  Tenne 
poundes,"  supplied  the  long-sought  clue  to  the  English  home.* 

The  main  road,  after  crossing  Ramsey  Bridge,  is  called 
"  Ramsey  Street "  ;  it  runs  north-westerly  and  then  west,  pass- 
ing through  Wiabness  ocar  the  northern  boundary  <^  Wbc, 
which  adjoins  Wrabness  on  the  south  and  south-west.  At  the 
comer  made  by  the  road  to  Wrabness  station  already  men- 
tioned, on  the  left,  and  a  little  more  than  two  miles  from 
Ramsey  bridge,  stood  the  house  of  the  father  of  Reinold  and 
Matthew,  Edward  Marvin,  who  had  inherited  it  fr<Hn  his  fotber 
Rynalde  (or  Reinold),  the  first  of  that  name  known  to  us. 
"Sturwood,"  mentioned  in  several  wills  as  Mannn  property,  is 
cm  the  nortb-cast  comer,  and  the  estate  of  Rynalde  was  d^go- 
nally  opposite,  on  the  soath-west.  "Spinel's,"  mentioned  in 
Edward's  will,  is  the  next  estate  west.  For  four  generations 
certainly,  this  comer  was  held  by  direct  descent  in  the  Marvin 
family ;  Rynalde'  left  it  to  his  son  Edward,'  who  bequeathed  it 
to  Edward,*  Jr.,  who  in  his  wiU,  made  i  March,  1622-3,  gave  it 
to  his  children.  We  are  able  to  identify  it  with  absolute  cer- 
tainty by  the  will  last  mentioned,  which  describes  its  bounda* 
ries it  it  is  a  little  over  five  miles  east  of  Manningtree  Junction, 
and  six  and  a  half  miles  west  of  Harwich. 

Rynalde  owned  other  estates  in  this  vicinity,  and  we  know 
fmn  the  wills  that  about  1540,  and  earlier,  several  families, — 
three  brothers,  Rynalde,  just  mentioned,  John  and  Thomas,  and 
their  «ster,  Christian,  with  their  children  —  were  living  there. 
The  rdationship  <rf  these  is  shown  by  the  wills  of  Rynalde  and 
Thomas.  The  name  of  their  father,  who  must  have  been  bom 
about  1480  or  earlier,  we  have  been  unable  to  discover.  There 
was  a  \tkca  of  suiuble  age,  a  descendant  of  the  Ipswich  fami-

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lies  named  above,  of  whom  some  particulars  are  given  in  "  En- 
glish Ancestry,"  but  "Reinold"  occurs  so  frequently  in  various 
connected  fomilies  at  that  period,  and  has  been  so  constantly  a 
family  name  until  the  present  day,  that  some  may  prefer  to 
believe  it  was  that  d  the  father  of  our  earliest  known  ancestor. 
As  to  this  we  know  nothing  more. 

A   "Robert   Marven  of  Ramsey,"  whose  wife  was  "Isbell 

,"  in  his  will,  dated  lO  Dec.,  1556,  which  was  witnessed  by 

"thomas  Herde,"  the  husband  of  Christian  Marvin,  and  proved 
.19  January  following,  mentions  a  sister  Ann,  who  married 
Robert  Borflete.  He  leaves  legacies  to  several  grandchildren, 
and  bequeathes  vxs.  each  to  his  two  "godsons,"  Reinold. and 
John  Marvin.*  He  also  makes  bequests  to  individuals  named 
by  Rynalde,  in  his  will,  but  neither  Robert  nor  Is  lell  name  any 
sons.  His  widow  died  between  2  Jan.,  1 560,  the  date  of  her 
will,  and  6  June  following,  when  it  was  probated ;  this  last  will 
supplies  the  name  of  one  of  Robert's  daughters,  **  Sissely " 
(Cicely),  who  married  John  Blosse  or  Blois,-^ — a  name  often 
found  in  Ipswich,  Suffolk,  and  its  vicinity,  at  that  period. 

It  is  evident  from  these  two  wills  that  Robert  had  other 
daughters  beside  Sissely,  and  there  were  certainly  five,  and  pos- 
sibly  nine  grandchildren  Ii\nng  in  1556,}  of  whom  one  at  least, 
was  of  age.  Clearly  therefore  he  must  have  been  bom  as  early 
as  1490,  and  probably  earlier.  Whether  Wrabness  or  Ramsey 
was  his  native  parish  can  not  now  be  ascertained ;  the  Parish 
Registers  of  the  latter,  pre\'ious  to  1645,  are  lost,  and  those  of 
Wiabness  are  later ;  he  was  taxed  ten  shillings  on  his  "mova- 
bles" in  Ramsey,  in  1540,  and  owned  "howses  and  tandes" 
there,  both  free  and  copyhold,  and  an  esUte  of  farm  lands  in 
"Much  Oakley,"  called  "Puttytes,"  when  he  died.  He  styles 
himsdf  "  of  Ramsey "  in  his  will,  bequeathes  his  "  Soule  to 
almightie  God  and  to  the  Celestiall  company  of  yeven,"  and 
directs  bis  "bodye  to  be  beriede  in  the  church  of  Ramsey."

Nothing  has  been  found  of  this  Robert,  save  what  may  be 
learned  from  his  will ;  the  names  of  his  godsons,  and  the  legacies 
already  mentioned,  seem  to  indicate  a  close  relationship  with 
Rynalde,  but  we  are  un&Ue  to  define  it.  We  note  however 
that  Robert's  will  was  made  two  years  later  than  Rynalde's  ;  it 
malces  no  allusion  to  Thomas  or  Quistian;  neither  does  Ry* 
nalde  or  Thomas  mention  Robert  n*  Ann.  Yet  as  Robert  left 
a  number  of  grandchildren,  while  of  Rynalde's  six  children  none 
of  his  sons  were  ot  age  in  1554,  we  judge  that  the  latter  was 
considerably  the  younger.  It  is  possible  that  Robert  was  a 
younger  brother  of  Rynalde's  father. 

The  relative  ages  d  the  three  brothers  named  above,  and  of 
their  sister,  can  only  be  inferred  from  their  wills.t  From  these 
we  judge  that  Thcmaas'  was  the  youngest ;  of  th'e  other  two, 
John'  certainly  survived  Rynalde,'  and  was  living  in  1561,  when 
Thomas  made  his  will,  which  mentions  "  Reynold  Marveyn  lat 
of  Ramsey  deceased."  Thomas'  left  but  one  child,  while  John,' 
who  seems  to  have  survived  him,  had  four  or  more,  and  Rynalde 
who  died  before  him,  bad  six. 

JtAin'  Marvin  was,  with  little  doubt,  the  "John  of  Ramsey," 
taxed  there  in  1540,  on  "his  movables,  12s:  6d."  That  he 
married  and  had  issue  is  also  evident  from  the  wills  of  his 
brothers,  but  these  do  not  give  their  names.  His  own  will 
has  not  been  found,  but  a  comparison  of  those  which  we  have, 
enables  us  to  assign  to  John,'  with  strong  probability,  the  fol- 
lowing children :

Thomas'  was  born  jierbaps  about  i ;  19  or  later,  as  his  name 
is  not  found  among  those  taxed  in  Ramsey  in  1540.  He  mar- 
ried Mrs.  Barbara  Brett,  who  had  three  children  by  a  previous 
husband  ;  they  are  named  by  ThcMnas  in  his  will,  dated  14  Oct^ 
1561,  in  which  he  calls  himsdf  ctf  Ramsey ;  he  mentions  lands, 
both  free  and  copyhold,  in  that  ^rish ;  estates  in  Little  Oalcley 
called  "Brandons"  and  "QayiNttes,"  :md  property  in  Suffolk 
county,  not  turned.  This,  with  various  Suffdk  marriages  of 
Essex  Marvins,  su^ests  a  connection  between  the  Su£Folk  and 
Essex  branches.*  He  had  but  one  son,  evidently  very  young 
when  his  father  died,  as  the  will  provided  that  he  should  be  seiit 
to  "  scoole  and  learnynge  by  all  the  space  of  x  yeares."  In  case 
of  the  death  of  this  child  the  lands  and  houses  were  to  be  sold, 
and  the  proceeds  equally  divided  among  "  the  Chyldren  as  well 
of  my  brother  John  Merven,  and  of  Raynold  Mer\'eyn  lat  of  _ 
Rams^  deceased,  and  also  Amonge  the  Chyldren  of  thomas 
Herde  my  brother  ...  by  Christian  Marven." 

Child: 
L  Matthew,'  b.  about  1555  ? . 

Christian,'  sister  of  the  preceding,  was  bom  about  1521, 
The  will  of  her  brother  Thomas,'  made  in  1561,  shows  that  she 
had  recently  died,  as  it  refers  to  the  "  chyldren  y*  which  "  her 
husband  "tatly  bad  by  bis  lat  wyf  Christian  Marven,"  but  tA 
these  tbe  will  gives  nothing  more.  She  married  Thomas  Herde, 
who  seems  to  have  belonged  to  a  family  of  some  prominence, — 
Ramsey  Hall  (about  a  mile  west  from  Ramsey  Bridge),  was 
owned  by  one  John  Herde  in  1 599.  Thomas  Herde  was  the 
executor  erf  the  will  of  Thomas'  Marvin,  and  was  living  in  iS7i- 
He  also  witnessed  that  of  Robert  Marvin  of  Ramsey,  and  is  'vir-

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haps  the  "ffreynd  Thomas  Huirc"  made  "supervysor"  by 
Robert* 

The  other,  and  we  judge  the  eldest  brother,  wax  "  Rayndd 
Marven  tA  Ramsey  "  as  he  is  called  by  the  writer  of  his  mil,  or 
« Rynalde  Mervyn  "  as  he  signed  it.  From  him  we  trace  our 
lineage.  He  must  have  been  bom  about  1514,  or  earlier,  for  he 
had  six  children  living  22'  Dec.,  1 5  54,  the  date  of  his  will.t 
The  date  of  his  death  does  not  appear,  but  it  was  before  14  Oct., 

1 56 1.     He  married  Johan  ,  who  survived  him,  and  whom 

he  appointed  executrix.  He  left  "xxvjx:  viij</.,"  for  Ramsey 
Bridge  "  to  be  payd  when  y*  y*  a  making  or  a  mending,"  and 
gave  direction  that  he  should  be  interred  in  St.  Michael's. 

Rynalde'  owned  various  estates  io  Ramsey,  which  be  named 
in  dividing  them  among  his  children.  One  <rf  these,  with  its 
tenement  and  lands,  was  "  Benettes  : "  another  was  "  Genettes," 
which,  with  its  lands,  he  had  bought  of  John  Dave.  On  "the 
Ray  "  he  had  lands  which  he  styles  "  my  ferme  of  East  Haull 
[shown  on  the  maps  cited  above],  and  the  Ray,  and  Barwycke," 
where  he  pastured  sheep,  for  he  gave  the  "yewes  "  there  to  his 
widow.  In  Wrabness  he  owned  a  "  tenement  with  landes  ther- 
to  be  longyog,  both  free  and  copye,"  no  doubt  the  ccvner  prop- 
erty  already  located.  These  esUtes  he  left  to  bis  vndow  "for 
term  of  her  lyfe,"  after  which  they  were  tQ  be  divided  among 
his  three  sons.  The  Wiabness  property  went  to  Edward,'  who 
left  it  to  his  son  Edward,*  and  he  to  his  children,  as  stated.} 

Rynalde  calls  himself  a  "yeoman,"  and  with  the  rentals  from 
his  tenants,  and  the  products  of  his  various  turns,  was  evident^ 
in  very  comfortable  circumstances.  In  the  "Exchequer  Lay 
Subsidy  "  <A  1540,  he  was  taxed  *'xx  shQUngs."

As  a  John  Wade  was  the  exec- 
utor of  John  Marvin,  in  1585,  and  guardian  of  his  daughter, 
there  can  be  little  doubt  he  was  his  brother-in-law.  Bar- 
bara and  her  brother  John'  (iii)  appear  to  have  lived  in 
Little  Oakl^,  perhaps  on  lands  which  John'  Marvin  be- 
queathed to  Rynalde's  children,  in  case  of  the  death  of 
Matthew'*  without  heirs. 

The  children  are  arranged  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  named  in  their  father's  will ;  the  dates  of  birth  are 
unknown. 

The  Register  of  St.  Mary's,  Great  Bentley,  has  the  baptism, 
13  Feb.,  1605/6,  of  "Edward  Marvin,  son  of  William  Marvin 
and  Margaret  his  wife."  This  William  was  certainly  not  the 
son  of  Rynalde'  or  Thomas' ;  he  may  have  been  a  son  of  John' 
above,  or  more  probably  of  one  of  Rynalde's  sons,  but  we  are 
unable  to  place  him.

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As  a  full  account  of  other  Marvin  families  in  Ramsey  has 
been  printed  in  "  English  Ancestiy,"  it  seems  needless  to  give 
particulars  of  them  here ;  we  shall  mention  only  one :  — 

John'  Marvin  of  Ramsey,  was  probably  a  nephew  of  Rynalde' 
(the  son  of  his  brother  John'),  and  bom  about  ?  1 534 ;  he  died 
in  1571 ;  in  bis  wilt  he  calls  himself  a  cousin  of  "Barbara," 
whom  we  take  to  be  the  daughter  of  Rynalde.*  He  lived  tn 
comfortable  style  near  the- "  Bridge-foot,"  in  a  housef  of  which  a 
glimpse  of  the  rooms  and  furniture  is  given  in  his  will.  He  had 
two  sons,  John>  and  Robert,  and  owned  lands  in  Ramsey  and 
Great  Oakley. 

One  fA  these  s<»is,  John,*  married  (i)  a  daughter  of  HiertRn 
Gilbert,  or  Guilberd,  a  brother  of  the  famous  William  Gilbert, 
"the  Newton  of  his  time,"  who  was  a  "docter  tA  physick  fnd 
phissition  to  Queen  Elizabeth  and  James  I."  The  Gilberts  were 
a  prominent  and  wealthy  family  of  Colchester,  Essex,  where 
William  was  buried  in  Trinity  Church  ;  the  tomb  bears  the  Gil- 
bert  arms.  This  marriage  of  John  Marvin  interests  us  chiefly 
as  showing  something  of  his  social  standing,  for  his  wife's  de- 
scent from  the  Wingfields,  Talmaches,  and  Lady  Anne  Mon- 
tague, daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Salisbury,  can  be  readily  traced 
in  the  Suffolk  Visitations.  He  is  believed  to  be  the  John 
Marvin  whose  marriage,  30  Aug.,  1585,  to  Margaret  Swallow, 
is  recorded  at  St.  Mary's,  Great  Bentl^;  if  so,  she  was  his 
second  wife  ;  the  date  of  her  burial  is  given  on  St.  Mary's  Reg- 
ister as  I  Oec,  1600 ;  if  our  assignment  is  correct,  she  prob- 
acy survived  her  husband,  whose  will,  made  when  he  was 
"sicke  in  bodye"  was  dated  12  July,  1594.4

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Edward,*  son  of  Rynalde'  and  Johan  Marvin,  was  born  in 
Ramsey  or  Wrabness,  and  from  a  comparison  of  dates,  about 
1550,  or  a  little  earlier.  As  has  been  shown  above,  his  father 
had  six  children  living  in  1554,  of  whose  rdative  ages  we  know 
nothing.  His  birth-place  is  thought  to  have  been  the  comer 
estate,  which  by  his  father's  will  he  was  to  inherit  on  his 
mother's  death,  and  which  he  bequeathed  to  his  s(hi  Edward.* 
He  also  owned  several  farms  in  Ramsey  and  its  vicinity,  some 
of  which  he  disposed  of  to  his  sons  before  his  death,  confiniung 
the  arrangement  in  his  wrill.  "Moye  House  and  land  of  Moys," 
which  can  be  located  on  the  maps  cited,  near  the  boundary  of 
Ramsey  and  Great  Oakley,  and  not  far  from  the  marshy  shore 
line  of  Tendring  Hundred,  he  gave  to  his  son  Richard.  Other 
'"  landes,  medowes,  woodes  and  pasters  "  in  the  same  neigbbof^ 
hood,  he  ^ve  to  Reinold.  Another  son,  Robert,  took  his  lands 
in  Prating,  a  parish  west  of  the  Bentleys ;  to  Matthew,  the 
youngest  son,  was  bequeathed  "the   mentchon  howse  called 

Edons,  alles  [alias]  Dreybrocks that  I  now  dwelle  in." 

This  mansion  is  in  Great  Bentley,  still  standing  in  good  re- 
pair and  bearing  its  ancient  name,  though  showing  evidence  of 
various  changes  inside  and  out,  since  Edward  died.  The  large' 
room  on  the  main  floor,  with  its  carved  beams  in  the  ceiling, 
and  the  stair-case  to  the  chambers  above,  are  thought  to  date 
from  the  period  when  Edward  lived  there ;  by  the  kindness  of 
the  present  occupants  we  are  able  to  give  views  of  the  building 
in  its  present  condition.  With  this  property  Matthew  further 
received  "  ij  Cruftes  of  land  called  Hartles  and  Brocken  Heddes," 
for  which  he  was  to  pay  to  his  mother  every  year  during  her 
life,  on  the  Feast  of  the  Annunciation,  and  on  St.  Mlchad's 
Day  (25  March  and  29  September),  at  the  mansion,  "the 
full  sume  of  Sexe  Powndes  <A  good  and  Lawfull  money  of 
England." 

Edward*  died  13  or  14  Nov.,  1615 ;  his  will  is  dated  on  the 
1 3th,  and  the  Register  has  this  entry  two  days  later :  "  Edward 
Meruin  was  buried  the  xv*  November."  The  will  was  pro\'Cd 
17  January  following.  He  married  Margaret  ,  who  sur- 
vived him.  St.  Mary's  Raster,  under  date  of  38  May,  1633, 
has :  "  Margaret  Meruin  widow  of  Edward  Meruin  dec'  buried." 
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He  was  probably  inaiTied  before  he  went  to  Great  Bentley,  as 
the  l»rth8  of  his  elder  children  are  not  recorded  there. 

Whether  Edward  removed  from  his  previous  home  because 
of  the  trouUes  in  St.  Michael's,  Ramsey,  whose  ^^car,  John 
White,  according  to  a  Presbyterian  writer,*  was  "a  scandalous 
liver,"  and  not  long  before  had  been  "  indicted  for  a  common 
barrater,"  we  cannot  tdt;  if  all  the  charges  made  against  him 
were  true,  there  would  have  been  good  reason  for  a  change, 
but  no  doubt  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  troublous  state  of 
affairs  and  the  ecclesiastical  contests  at  that  time.  White  died 
shortly  before  October,  1592;  the  fdlowing  June  two  of  Ed- 
ward's children  were  christened  at  Great  Bentley.  These  are 
the  first  iA  the  name  receded  there;  the  Register  begins  in 
1558,  but  some  years  are  missing. 

Great  Bentley  pariah  is  in  Tendring  Hundred,  Essex,  ten 
miles  south-west  of  Ramsey.  In  early  times  it  was  largely 
owned  by  the  De  Veres,  and  Great  Boitley  Green,  a  park  or 
common  of  forty-two  acres,  was  once  attadied  to  the  manor  of 
that  family.  Near  this  Green  stands  the  Church  *A  St.  Mary, 
in  which  the  New  England  emigrants  were  christened.  The 
parish  has  an  uneven  surface,  diversified  with  hill  and  dale,  and 
the  village  is  [Jeasantly  ntuated  around  the  Green,  which  from 
early  times  was  a  favorite  place  for  "  Fairs," — a  prominent  feat- 
ure in  the  traditional  customs  of  so  many  of  the  niral  towns 
of  England.  Sheepraising  was  one  of  the  chief  occupations  of 
the  peoi^e  of  this  part  of  the  county,  and  there  vras  an  annual 
sheep-fair  in  Great  Bentley  on  the  last  Friday  in  September, 
and  another  for  cattle  on  St.  Swithun's  Day  (15 -July);  the 
latter  continued  to  be  held  as  late  as  1S55,  and  possibly  later. 

St.  Mary's  Church  is  a  venerable  structure  dating  from  the 
days  of  the  eaxly  Norman  kings;  its  architecture,  originally 
Norman,  has  been  modified  by  repairs  and  restorations,  so  that 
it  is  now  partly  of  the  decorated  gotbic  style.  The  last  restora- 
tion was  in  1874,  and  extensive  repairs  were  made  in  1902  ;  but 
relics  of  the  period  when  its  services  were  conducted  by  clergy 
of  the  Roman  Church,  may  still  be  seen.    It  is  built  of  a  rough

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stone  of  dark  brown  color,  with  a  sqtiare  tower  fifty>five  or  uxty 
feet  in  height,  of  the  same  material  mingled  with  flints ;  the  top 
is  embattled,  and  it  contains  a  peal  of  five  bells.  The  chaocel 
is  deep,  and  in  general  style  the  building  is  much  Hlce  St. 
Michael's  in  Ramsey ;  the  chancel  arch  is  built  of  Roman  bricks, 
of  great  age.*  The  <]uaint  carvings  of  the  doors  and  windows 
have  been  deemed  worthy  of  careful  description  and  detailed 
drawings,  which  may  be  found  in  Hadfield's  "Churches  of 
Essex." 

St.  Mary's  was  the  scene  of  many  religious  troubles  in  the 
days  of  the  Tudors.  One  cf  the  priests  who  officiated  there 
was  the  notorious  Thomas  Tye,  during  whose  incumbency  and 
with  whose  approval  occurred  the  martyrdom  of  several  mem> 
bers  of  the  parish,  described  at  length  in  "  Fox's  Martyrology." 
Robert  Dernell  was  parish  priest  when  Reinold  and  Matthew 
were  baptized,  and  William  Simpson  must  have  been  the  clergy- 
man who,  in  163s,  testified  that  Matthew  was  "conformabie," 
when  he  was  about  to  sail  for  New  England. 

The  chief  estates,  which  for  centuries  had  belonged  to  the 
De  Veres,  had  then  passed  to  the  Townshends,  whose  manor* 
house  or  "  Hall  "  was  still  a  splendid  and  stately  seat.  This 
was  north  of  the  Church,  and  not  far  away  was  the  residence  of 
the  Cares.  Within  a  recent  period  the  Rev.  William  A.  Francis 
was  "  Lord  of  the  Manor."  The  Rev.  Frank  Willcox  is  (1902) 
the  present  \-icar. 

As  a  result  of  a  further  search  of  the  Parish  R^:ister  some 
entries  have  been  found,  which  were  m'erlooked  by  otu*  agent  in 
his  first  examination  of  these  records;  by  these  we  are  now 
enabled  to  give  a  more  complete  account  of  Edward's  children, 
and  of  the  marriage  of  his  daughters,  especially  of  Elizabeth, 
and  to  correct  an  error  as  to  her  brother  Reinold's  birth.  The 
first  son  of  that  name,  with  his  twin  brother,  died  the  day  after 
their  baptism,  and  a  second  Reinold,f  born  the  following  year,

Edward'  and  Margaret  Marvin  had  eleven  children  ;  births  (tf 
only,  four  are  recorded  at  Great  Bentley ;  of  the  others  the  dates 
are  conjectural,  but  inferred  from  what  is  known  to  us. 

Children ;  those  survi\ing  at  the  death  of  their  father  are 
arranged  as  given  in  his  will : 

i.  Edw.vd,i  b.  about   1581  ?;  presumed  from  his  name,  and  as 

having  been  first  mentioned,  to  be  the  eldest  son. 
ii.  I'homas,  b.  about  1585?.  By  his  father's  will  he  was  ap- 
pointed "  Superovicer ; "  was  given  a  ■>  tenemente  and  car> 
tain  Landes"  in  Ramsey,  where  be  was  living  in  i6s2,  when 
his  brother  Edward  died,  who  also  made  him  supervisor. 
Unless  be  be  the  Thomas  of  Newbury,  Mass.,  already  men- 
tioned, who  d.  38  Nov.,  165 1,  we  know  no  more  of  him. 

iii.  Richard,  b.  about  1 585  ? . 

iv.  Robert,  b.  about  15S7  ? . 

V.  Mnrgaret,  b.  about  1 589  ? ;  as  she  bore  her  mother's  name  she 
was  perhaps  the  eldest  daughter ;  d.  at  Great  Bentley,  where 
her  burial  is  recorded  "  1595/6,  Jan'y  y*  28'^  day." 

\-i.  Marie,  b.  about  1591  ?.  The  Register  of  St.  Mary's  has  the 
following  entries,  believed  to  refer  to  this  daughter;  "  1610.

He  was  eaecutor  of  bis  wife's  father's 
will,  and  the  record  shows  that  in  1616,  "John  Baker  and 
John  Raj's,  exdr  of  Will  of  Edward  Marvin,  the  same  E.  M 
being  o\-erseer  wt  John  Baker,  give  an  account,"  etc.*  A 
few  months  before  bis  death  Hays  was  chosen  an  "over- 
seer "  of  the  parish  with  his  brother-in-law,  Richard  Marvin, 
vii.  John,  and  viii.  Reinold,  "the  sons  of  Edw.  Marvin,  were  bapt. 
the  7*^  day  "  of  June,  1 593,  at  St.  Mary's ;  the  record  shows 
that  both  were  buried  die  following  day.  From  these  en- 
tries we  infer  that  they  were  twins.

Edward>  soon  rema\'ed  to  Thorington  —  a  parish  adjoining 
Great  Bentley  on  the  south-west  —  where  he  died,  and  was 
buried  in  the  church-yard  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene ;  in  his  will 
he  call  hinisdf  "of  Thorington."  His  widow  w^  made  sole 
executrix,  and  bis  brother  Thomas  supervisor.  He  owned  "free 
lands  "  and  houses  in  Wrabness,  Wix,  Great  Bentley  and  Thor-

Richard,!  yon  of  Edward*  and  Margaret  Marvin,  bom  about 
iSSs.  was  living  when  his  brother  Edwaidi  died,  in  1622/3; 
the  date  of  his  death  has  not  been  found.  He  received  a  ]egacy 
in  money  of  £,%  from  his  father,  lands  in  Great  Bentley,  some 
of  which  he  sold  to  his  brother  Edward,'  and  a  tenement  with 
lands  called  "  Mo)'e  House."  He  married,  in  St.  Mary's,  Great 
Bentley,  "the  first  daie  of  November  An",  dni  1610,  Suzin 
Louclt."t  He  »-as  an  "overseer"  of  St.  Maiy's  with  John 
Hayse  in  1616,  and  with  John  Turner  in  1624.  Rkhard  and 
Suzin  [Susan],  had  four  diildren,  as  appears  from  the  wfll  of  his 
brother  Edward,  made  in  1623,  which  does  not  mention  their 
names,  but  says  :  "thos  thre  Cheldren  which  my  Invther  Rech- 
erd  hauef  now  ]eveng*'  etc.:  one  child  had  <^ed  in  161S,  or 
before  the  date  of  Ed^vard's  nill.  The  births  of  two  and  the 
death  of  one  are  given  on  St.  Maiy's  Register.  Possibly  there 
were  others  bom  after  he  scdd  his  lands  in  Great  Bentley,  f<n-  no 
further  reference  to  him  appears  there ;  he  may  have  removed 
to  his  lands  at  Moye  House,  Great  Oakley.

Robert,)  son  of  Edward*  and  Margaret  Marvin,  the  fourth  son 
named  in  his  father's  will,  was  bom  before  the  famil)'  n-ent  to 
Great  Bentley  —  perhaps  about  1587,  but  no  Mcord  has  been 
found.  He  inherited  an  estate  in  Frating,  the  parish  adjoining 
the  Bcntl^  on  the  north-west,  which  was  under  lease  to  one 
Richard  Barnes  when  his  father  died  ;  he  may  have  moved  there 
soon  after  his  marriage  and  the  birth  of  the  only  child  recorded 
at  St.  Mary's,  of  which  we  have  the  following  entries  :  "  Robert

iJLTHOUGH  Matthew  Marvin  had  been  settled  in 
Hartford,  Ct^  tor  a  year  or  more  b^ore  bis 
brother  Reinold*  left  the  ancestral  home  for  the 
new  world,  we  sbaU  first  trace  the  children  d  the 
latter,  —  the  elder  line  —  in  the  following  pages. 
In  giving  the  descendants  <3t  these  two  brothers,  the  genera- 
tions are  numbered  from  the  emigrants  and  not  from  their  ear- 
lier ancestors  in  England. 

Reinold,*  son  of  Edward  and  Margaret  Marvin,  was  bap- 
tized 3S  Oct.,  1594,  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Great  Bentley, 
Essex,  England.  He  died  in  Lyme,  Ct.,  in  the  summer  of  1662  ; 
his  will  is  dated  33  May ;  the  Inventory  was  presented  28  Octo- 
ber of  that  year.     He  married  Marie Ou<^ii8  *">•»  *he 

date  of  baptism  ai  her  ddest  child)  in  1617  or  1618,  but  no 
record  has  been  found.  St.  Mary's  Register  is  not  complete. 
She  died  in  Lyme,  probably  in  the  summer  ol  i66»,  not  long 
before  her  husband,  as  is  evident  Irom  his  will.

after  Jennings'  trial,  the  Court  disallowed  the  account  of  tlic  "Sea  Brook 
Conitablea"  for  witnesses,  and  refused  to  "pay  for  their  time  and  travaile, 
nor  to  any  other  upon  such  accounts  for  y*  future.") 

Reindd  inherited  from  his  father  the  "  Lands,  medowes, 
woodes  and  pasters,  called  "Moysses,"near  "Mose"or  "Moyse" 
Ha]],"§  but  his  home  was  in  Great  Bentley.  The  Register  of 
St.  Mary's  shows  that  in  1625  "John  Turner  and  Rej'nald  Mar- 
vj-n"  were  "Overseers."  In  1627  the  Church-wardens  were 
"  Renotild  Marvine  and  Fras.  Willson ;  Mat :  Marvine  and  Geo. 
Noble,  Overseers."  In  1633  and  1634  "Rej-nold  Mervin  and 
j<dm  G«c "  were  " Churchwardens."  In  1637  "Reynold  Mer- 
vin and  George  Serls"  were  "0\'erseers."  This  is  the  last 
entry  of  his  name  found  on  the  Parish  books.  They  also  record 
the  burial  of  "  Margaret  Mo.xe,  seruant  to  Renold  Mauuin  {sic), 
maid,  ....  the  xiij"*  day  of  August,  1618;"  and  of  "William 
Cooke,  seruant  to  Renold  Maniin,  buryed  "  14  March,  1634. 

In  a  document  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  London,  H  under 
"Tendringe  Hundred,  Bentley  Magna,"  it  appears  that  "Rey- 
nold Maruen"  of  that  parish,  was  taxed  in  1636  two  shillings 
and  sixpence  as  hts  share  of  the  "  Essex  Ship  Money,"  for  fit- 
ting out  a  ship  of  800  tons,  ap[>ointed  by  his  Majesty  to  be  ready 
at  Portsmouth,  i  March,  1636/7.  It  can  hardly  be  doubted 
that  this  tax,  which  was  generally  resented  throughout  England, 
led  him  to  follow  his  younger  brother  across  the  ocean. 

The  record  of  his  departure,  and  the  name  of  the  ship  in 
which  he  sailed,  have  not  been  found ;  many  emigrants  from

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northern  Essex  took  shipping  for  New  England  from  Ipswich* 
at  this  period,  as  it  was  a  nearer  port  than  London,  and  very 
likely  Reinold  was  among  them.  The  last  mention  dl  his  name 
in  Great  Bentley  was  in  1637  ;  he  ajqxars  in  Hartford,  Ct,  in 
1638,  where  Matthew  already  had  a  home ;  thus  we  know  within 
a  few  mcmths  the  date  of  his  arrival.  Doubtless  his  wife  and 
surviving  children  came  with  him ;  at  least  three  had  died  in 
England^  and  only  Reinold'  and  Mary  are  named  in  bis  will. 

His  home-lot  in  Hartford  was  at  the  north  end  of  the  "West 
Field,"  near  those  of  Thcmias  Upson  and  Thomas  Barnes.  An 
entry  in  the  early  Hartford  records  shows  that  at  a  town-meet- 
ing held  28  Ocj...  l<S4<^  a  vote  was  passed  by  which  it  was

His  name  does  not  appear  in  a  list  of  the  landholders  in  Hart- 
ford, dated  February,  1639/40.  About  this  time  be  removed  to 
Farmington,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  eartiest  proprietors. 
The  exact  date  cannot  be  given,  fen*  the  Farmington  records 
begin  vith  1646. 

Pm.  Pivter'B  iketch  of  Fanninpon,  in  the  •■  Hcinori^  History  of  Hart- 
ford Conoty,"  docs  not  mcatioD  him  aa  an  original  icttlcr,  but  records  him 
u  an  owner.  Both  the  brotben  owned  lands  there,  and  ReiaoM  had  "  a 
prominent  faome-k>t  of  five  acres  on  the  west  side  af  the  Main  street,  having 
that  of  Mr.  Wyllys  of  Hartford  oa  one  side,  and  Mr.  Hopldns  on  the  other." 
The  first  settlers  came  there  about  1639-40,  and  as  bo  later  reference  to  his 
name  appears  at  Hartford,  Refmrid  was  probabty  among  diem ;  he  certainly 
built  a  house  there,  and  diis,  described  aa  "new,"  with  his  home4ot  and 
other  lands,  be  sold  to  John  Wsner,  who  went  thither  from  Hartfcffd;  and 
who  had  been  a  fellow  passenger  with  Matthew  00  the  ^  Iitaease."  This 
transfer  is  recorded  at  Fanningtoa. 

Reindd  next  removed  to  Saybrook,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Connectkut  river ;  this  town  was  settled  about  1640,  and  called 
the  "  town-side,"  while  Lyme,  00  the  eastern  side,  then  bad  but 
few  if  any  inhabitants.     The  Saybrook  records  before  1660  are

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missing,  and  there  are  no  Church  recurds  extant  of  the  pastorate 
of  Mr.  Fitch,  the  first  minister ;  but  we  find  that  "  Randall  " 
Marvin,  WiUiam  Waller,  and  Thomas  Adgate  (who  married 
Matthew'  lAanin's  daughter  Mary)  were  ja-esent*  at  a  town- 
meeting  hdd  7  Jan'y,  1655/6. 

He  wat  made  a  freeman  of  favbrooli  20  May,  1658,  **  at  a  CcnB  Court 
of  Election."  He  was  then  in  his  64th  ycr.r.  A  paper  dated  13  Dec,  1659, 
and  signed  by  "  Renald  Manicn,"  .  . 

Winiam  Waller,  Francis  Buahnell,  j\zHcJ!d- y>XCCyCAJl7L- 
and  others,  wu  seat  n>  the  Cover- 

nor  and  magistrates  by  the  signers,  sajn'ng  that  the  greater  part  of  the  Say- 
brook  Church,  with  some  of  the  town  and  the  minister,  were  remo\-ing,  but 
they  Intended  to  stay. 

He  Is  frequenth'  named  in  Colonial  Records  of  Connecticut,  Vol.  I,  but  it 
Is  often  difficult  to  decide  whether  father  or  son  is  tatcoded.  Once  or  twice 
he  is  termed  "goodman,"  which,  says  Drake,  was  at  that  time  qiplied  to 
the  same  penons  who  are  elsewhere  on  the  same  records  called  "  Mr." —  the  . 
, title  of  reiqwct  given  to  clergymen,  "Assistants,''  and  others  of  high  posi- 
tion. The  elder  ReinolJ  held  no  public  office,  so  far  as  we  know,  but  is 
caUed  "  Mr.  Reynold  Rtarvin."t 

Ljme  was  nude  a  distinct  town  in  May,  1667;  it  had  then  but  about 
thirty  families.  Its  meadows  and  cornfields  had  been  cultivated  by  armed 
men  from  Saybrook,}  among  whom  no  doubt  uere  Keinold  and  his  son,  and 
Waller,  his  son-in-law.  Here  Keinold  built  a  house,  retaining  his  home-tot 
and  considerable  land  ai  Sajbrook.  At  his  death  his  largest  holdings  were 
in  Lyme,  very  con«derable  portioiu  of  which  remain  in  the  possession  of 
his  descendants, —  of  the  name  or  the  blood, —  at  the  present  lime. 

It  is  not  known  where  Reinold  and  his  wife  were  buried ;  per- 
ha[»  the  old  burning-ground  on  the  hill  where  the  first  meeting- 
house stood,  «'as  their  resting-place ;  but  there  are  two  stones, 
now  without  legible  inscription  if  they  e\'er  bore  any,  and  evi- 
dently dl  great  age,  still  standing  in  the  Duck  River  burying- 
ground,  in  Lyme,  near  and  on  the  east  of  the  grave  ol  Lieut. 
Reinold  Marvin,  which  may  mark  the  place  ol  their  interment. 
His  will  n-as  exhibited  in  Court,  9  July,  1663,  and  ordered  to  be 
recorded,  and  his  son  "  Renold  Marvin  was  admitted  to  admin- 
ister upon  bis  estate."

[He  was  really  in  his  45th  year,]  At  right  angles  with  the 
last  are  the  two  other  graves,  marked  with  low  stones,  which 
it  has  been  suggested  may  be  those  of  the  first  Rdnold  and 
his  wife. 

Lieut.  Reinold  became  a  freeman  of  Saybroolc  20  May,  1658,  tbe  same 
day  with  his  father.  He  owned  much  land  in  Lyme,  beiide  his  inheritance 
there,  and  in.Saybrook.  In  i6S7bis  estate  in  the  latter  place  wu  ••  Twenty 
acres  of  upland  and  fourteen  acres  of  meadow,"  valued  at  £So ;  be  also 
owned  two  «  hundred-pound  rights^in  the  « Cow  Common  of  Say  Brook." 
<»e-haU  of  which  was  conveyed  by  his  three  sons,  x;  May,  1700,  to  John 
Whittlesey,  Jr,  of  Saybrook.  Savage  says,  on  what  authori^  we  do  not 
know,  that  be  was  a  deacon ;  his  son  Reinold  held  that  office,  but  we  doubt 
if  the  father  did,  for  the  Lyme  Church  was  not  regularly  formed  until  1693, 
although  tbe  Rev.  Hoses  Noyes  waa  preaching  there  in  1666^  ten  years 
before  Licnt  Reinold  died. 

He  represented  Lyme  in  the  Geneial  Court  b  the  October  aeadon  fat 
■670,  and  from  1672  to  his  death.  He  was  on  the  committee  ^>pointcd  in 
1666  to  divide  the  town  of  Saybrook:  tbe  two  divisions  made  a  "loving 
P*"">S>"  >3  Februar}-,  1666/7,  and  the  names  of  ReinoM  Marvin  and 
William  Waller  were  two  of  the  aix  signed  to  the  ••  parting  covenant "  for 
Lyme.  Tlie  first  land  records  after  the  separation  are  attested  by  Matthew 
Criswold  and  Reinold  Marvin,  "Town  Surveyon;"  in  1674  they  were 
directed  "to  give  nolea  with  their  names  to  them,  for  the  records  of  all 
lands  belonging  unto  this  tovn,  which  shall  be  the  Recorders  security." 
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KeinoM  was  elected  townsman  February,  1673/3,  and  again  in  Februao', 
'674/5 ;  •"  "**  chosen,  9  Feb.,  1673/4,  "  to  review  the  town's  accounts." 
17  Dec,  1674,  he  was  cbosen  "constable  for  y«  ensuing  year,"  (Lyme 
Town  Meeting  Book,  1 :  32,  33.)

He  was  appointed  "  Sergeant  to  y<  Band  at  Sea  Brook,"  by  the  General 
Court  at  Hartford,  3  Oct,  1661,  when  Waller  ivas  made  ensign,'  and  suc; 
ceeded  him  as  lieutenant,  w hi cli  post  he  filled  until  his  death.  10  May, 
1677,  the  company  being  unable  to  agree  on  his  successor,  Matthew  Gris- 
wold  was  appointed  "to  supply  }■*  place  of  a  Leivienant  till  such  cboyse  and 
approbation  be  made  thereof  by  the  Court."  In  1678,  the  trouUe  continu- 
ing, "  In  order  that  the  election  of  a  lieutenant  and  ensign  to  be  approved 
b>-  the  General  Court ....  might  be  carried  on  in  a  solemn  way  ....  Mr. 
Nt^es  [Minister  at  Lyme]  was  desired  to  a  sermon  at  the  time,t  which  he 
was  pleased  accordtngl}'  to  attend."  Reinold'  is  usually  referred  to  wt  the 
later  records  as  "  Lieutenant,"  which  distinguishes  him  from  his  futher,  who 
had  no  militarj-  title,  and  from  his  son,  known  as  "  Lj-me's  Capuin."} 

The  Lyme  and  Saybrook  train-bands  had  some  exciting  experiences  in 
the  years  just  before  Lieut.  Reinold  died.  War  had  been  declared  against 
the  Dutch  in  November,  1672,  and  a  special  assembly,  convened  at  Hart- 
ford in  August,  1673,  ordered  that  all  train-bands  ■' sliould  be  complete  in 
their  arms."|  In  July,  1676,  Andros  attempted  to  seiie  the  fort  at  Say- 
brook,  erected  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  by  Capt.  Lyon  Gardiner  in  1635: 
on  his  approach  it  was  hurriedly  manned  by  the  train-bands  of  the  town, 
under  command  of  Capt  Bull:  on  the  morning  of  13  July,  Major  Andros 
requested  an  inier\-iew,  on  the  shore,  with  the  minister  and  principal  officers 
of  Saybrook.  On  landing,  he  was  met  by  Capt.  Bull  and  the  officers  of  the 
fort,  but  was  not  permitted  to  read  his  commission.!  No  doubt  the  train- 
band of  Lyme,  under  Lieut.  Marvin,  was  present  at  that  cridcal  moment, 
which  was  only  three  weeks  before  his  death, 

Lieut.  Reinold  is  often  mentioned  in  the  Connecticut  Colonial  records.^ 
In  October,  1660,  Reinold  and  Waller  had  a  difficulty  with  one  William

LieuL  Reinold  and  his  brother-in-law  were  among  the  champions  of 
L)-me  in  the  famous' cootests  with  New  London,  concerning  the  boundary 
line  between  the  two  towns-t  At  the  County  Coun  In  Hartford,  13  March, 
1671,  John  Prentice  complained  of  "  Re)-naid  Marvin  and  others,  for  riot- 
ous practices  and  assaults  on  New  London  people."  The  Lyme  men  in- 
dicted their  adversaries  b  similar  terms, "  for  vidence  to  drive  them  off 
their  lands."  The  disputed  ttrritoiy,  a  strip  about  two  mfles  wide  between 
Bride  Brook  and  Niantic  River,  contained  about  twenty-five  acres  of  the 
"ministiyfarmi"  it  was  finally  included  tn  the  township  of  Lyne^  Hiss 
Caulkinst  has  an  amusing  account  of  the  confiict,  which  was  "  more  comic 
than  fearful  or  sublime.  The  encounter  terminated  without  any  serious 
injury-  on  either  side ;  the  leaders  drank  a  draft  of  seeming  friewlabip  to- 
gether, and  all  retired  quietly  from  the  fidd."

John  resided  in  Lyme,  where  his  estate,  in  the  list  of  those  taxed  under 
Andtoa,*  ihowt  that  as  a  young  man  he  was  in  proipcrous  drcimistances, 
being  then  in  the  upper  half  of  the  tax-payers.  Much  of  his  propcrt>-  was 
in  land  at  ••  Gnuy  HiU,"  a  considerable  portion  of  which  atiU  remains  in 
the  family.  The  inveotory  mentions  "parsels  of  land  at  MiUord;"  these 
ver^'  possibly  came  to  him  from  his  mother's  estate.  The  expression  in

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"  Renold  and  Sam>  Marvin  on  Committee  to  agree  with  Sam'  Rus- 
wdl  to  settle  in  this  town  in  the  woric  of  tlie  ministry." 

He  represented  Lyme  in  the  General  Court  most  c^  the  time 
from  171 1  to  1728  inclusive,  a  period  of  continued  service  that 
shows  the  estimation  in  which  he  was  held  by  his  townsmen.  In 
the  Co](»ual  Records  of  the  State,  from  1706  onward,  there  are 
frequent  references  to  this.Reinold  Marvin. 

There  are  many  amusing  traditions  of  the  quaint  sayings  and 
doings  of  "  Re)'nald  Marvin,"  and  an  old  Note-book  in  the  pos- 
session of  a  descendant,  still  preserved,  says  he  was  "remarkable 
for  his  excentricities,  yet  esteemed  as  a  very  useful  and  godly 
man."  As  accounts  of  these  have  been  printed  elsewhere,  and 
most  of  them  probably  belong  to  his  son  Deacon  Reinold,  we 
mention  the  only  one  that  by  famfly  tradition  rdates  to  the 
Captain.  When  he  "  published  "  his  Intention  of  Marriage  he 
wrote  it  in  rhyme,  and  nailed  it  to  the  meeting-house  door ;  there 
arc  different  versions,  but  the  one  wtiich  was  given  us  by  the 
late  Judge  McCurdy,  of  Lyme,  runs  thus :  — 

Reinold  Manria  and  Phebe  Lee 
Do  intend  to  many : 

And  though  her  dad  opposed  be. 
We  can  no  longer  tany. 

Perhaps  it  was  the  Captain's  "  excentricity "  which  induced 
him,  eleven  years  after  the  death  of  his  wife  Fhebe,  whose  chil- 
dren were  still  living,  to  make  over  to  her  brothers  William  and 
Stephen  Lee,  his  right  of  inheritance  in  her  father's  real  estate, 
which  was  very  large ;  his  own  property  was  am^de,  and  the  act 
was  generous ;  of  its  jtittice  to  her  children  we  cannot  jtidge ; 
but  it  confirms  the  tiaditi<m  that  it  was  the  remarkable  beauty 
of  the  maiden,  and  not  her  father's  wealth,  which  attracted  him.* 
The  tomb-stones  of  Capt.  Reinold  and  his  two  wives  are  still 
standing  in  exceDent  preservation  in  the  Duck  River  burying 
ground.  Their  rude  lettering  is  still  le^le,  though  showing 
the  effects  of  age  and  nearly  two  centuries  (tf  New  England 
winters.  [Sec  engraving.]  His  foot-stone  has  R.  M.  |  Oct.  18. 
1737.     The  grave  is  noticeable  for  its  length,  which  may  show

Reinold*  and  Sarah  (Clark) 
Marvin,  bom  in  1671,  in  Lyme,  Ct.;  died  there  15  May, 
1743,  and  was  interred  in  the  Duck  River  burying-ground  ;  mar- 
ried 5  May,  1699,  Susannah,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Mary 
Graham,  of  Hartf<»'d,  a  younger  sister  of  his  brother  John's 
wifc^  bom  about  1677  ;  she  survived  him.  Samuel  was  elected 
townsman  tA  Lyme  in  1699,  1708-12,  and  1718-30  inclusive; 
31  Dec,  1735,  he  was  chosen  town  clerk,  and  "Capt.  Marvin 
and  Capt.  Coult  appointed  to  deliver  the  books  of  Records 
bdongiog  to  the  town  to  Sam'  Marvin,  the  new  town  Clerk." 
He  held  the  office  for  many  years  ;  he  was  town  treasurer  most 
of  the  time  from  1735  to  1738;  constable,  1695  and  1718; 
surveyor,  1701 ;  lister,  1706  and  1715  ;  tything-^nan,  1733 ;  in 
1700  he  was  on  a  committee  to  "  proportion  the  inhabitants  in

To  examine  the  collectors  of  [the  clergyman]  Mr.  Noyes*  rate  and 
fully  empowered  to  prosecute  them  according  to  law  if  they  refuse  to 
pay  over  the  dues  that  ought  to  have  been  collected  by  them. 

He  was  one  of  the  "  jxizors  "  of  the  estate  of  Lieut.  Richard 
Lord,  whose  will  he  witnessed  in  1726,  and  in  all  matters,  dvil 
and  ecclesiastical,  was  highly  esteemed  for  bis  excellent  judg- 
ment. His  will,  drawn  19  Aug.,  1741,  proved  8  June,  1743,* 
mentions  his  wife  Susannah,  who  is  to  have  certain  property 
"  so  long  as  she  remains  a  widow ; "  names  sons  Nehemiah, 
Samuel,  Zechariah,  daughters  Mary,  Abigail  and  Elizabeth,  and 
says  "  as  for  my  son  Thomas  Marvin,  and  my  son  Matthew  Bilar- 
vin,  and  my  son  Nathan  Marvin,  I  have  given  them  their  por- 
tions  already."

Like  his  father, 
a  deacon  of  the  same  church,  he  held  military  as  well  as  ecclesi- 
astical office,  having  been  confirmed  as  a  lieutenant  of  the  "south 
company  or  train-band  "  of  Lyme,  in  October,  1 730,*  and  Hemp- 
stead (Diary,  p.  347),  calls  him  by  that  title  in  1739;  6  July, 
1758  (p.  705),  he  speaks  of  him  as  "  Capt.  Marvin."  He  was 
admitted  freeman  14  Sept^  I73i ;  was  chosen  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures  in  1729;  town  treasurer,  December,  1734,  and 
"to  have  ^20  for  making  the  town  and  country  rate  ; "  grand- 
juryman,  1736;  5ur\'«yor  of  highways,  1738;  lister,  1739,  in 
which  year  the  town  granted  him  liberty  to  build  a  wharf  on 
the  east  side  <^  "  LJeutenant's  Ri\-er;"  in  1750  he  had  "liberty 
to  build  a  pound  on  his  land  adjoining  the  highway,"  and  was 
appMnted  keeper.  The  records  of  the  Town  Council  of  West- 
erly, R.  I^  have  the  following:  —

To  this  Dea.  Reinold  belong  most  of  the  quaint  sayings  and 
stories  preserved  in  family  traditions,  so  far  as  they  ever  had 
any  existence.  He  inherited  his  father's  "excentricity,"  but  it 
became  a  more  prominent  trait  in  his  character.  He  was  noted 
for  his  "revelations,"  many  of  which  concealed  acts  of  benevo* 
tence  whkh  might  otherwise  have  been  refused  by  the  recip- 
ients of  his  kindness ;  an  instance  of  this  is  given  in  the  "  Famfly 
Histories  and  Genealogies,"  in  his  shrewd  discomfiture  of  one 
who  sought  the  gift  of  a  cow,  when  the  Deacon  was  bestowing 
some  of  his  cattle  on  a  few  of  his  needy  neighbors. 

The  late^udge  McCurdy  rdated  thefcrfkmiog  incident: — 

That  be  had  decided  vfem,  and  adhered  to  hU  cmvictions,  is  shown  by 
the  story  of  his  famous  iheepslciD  saddle,  which  figures  in  several  tradi- 
tioiu.  The  miaisterial  rate  in  those  days  was  provided  by  a  tax  laid  an 
an  the  inhabitanu  of  the  town,  collected  in  the  sane  manner  as  other 
ntes.  The  Deacon  objected  to  the  claim  made  upon  him,  and  his  riding 
laddle  was  seized  and  sold  to  pay  his  tax.     He  deemed  this  a  pievoua

ben  of  "  righteous  Job."  That  part  of  Lyme  where  they  lived  was  thence- 
forth called  "Sabtown,''a  name  it  stiD  retains.  He  bought  no  more  laddles, 
but  ever  after  used  a  sheepskin,  riding  on  it  one  day  be^de  die  dergyinin 
who  had  been  benefited  by  the  seizure,  to  a  church  council  to  which  the 
Detoon  had  been  chosen  a  "  naseager,'* —  to  his  great  mortiScatioa. 

The  Church  records  show  that  he  sometimes  laid  himself 
open  to  the  strict  discipline  of  the  time,  but  he  held  his  office 
"  in  good  and  regular  standing  "  to  the  dose  of  his  life.  With 
all  his  oddities,  which,  the  Noyes  Note-book  tells  us.  "  greatly 
injured  the  savor  of  his  good  name,"  he  is  said,  by  the  same 
authority,  to  have  been  "  a  sensible,  honest  and  benevolent  man."

there  had  been  destroyed ;  this  bridge,  which  had  been  built 
about  1750,  crossed  the  river  from  that  part  of  Simsbuiy  known 
as  "Hopmeadow,"  the  business  centre.  When  this  ferry  was 
established  be  was  authorized  to  charge  "  for  man,  horse,  and 
load,  one  penny :  single  man  or  single  horse,  one  half-penny : 
sheep  and  awine  per  head,  one  farthing."  Two  years  later  he 
concluded  that  a  ferry  across  the  Connecticut  river,  where  be 
could  get  better  prices,  was  more  desirable,  and  in  October, 
1758,  he  carried  on  that  business  between  Suffield  and  Enfidd, 
on  the  route  known  for  more  than  half  a  century  as  "  Gillia's 
ferry."*  He  found  the  boat  and  wharf  there  in  bad  condition, 
and  in  a  memorial  to  the  Legislature  agreed  to  repair  them  at 
his  o\\-n  expense,  if  he  could  have  a  monopoly  of  all  ferry  [nivi- 
leges  north  of  what  was  known  as  "the  falls."  In  May,  1759, 
he  was  permitted  to  raise  the  fares.f

This  is  the  last  reference  to  him  discovered  on  the  Suffield 
records ;  he  may  have  returned  to  Simsbury  (where  some  of 
his  children  lived),  and  died  there,  but  no  record  of  his  death, 
which  was  probably  soon  after,  has  been  found.

In  company  with 
Capt.  Elisha  Sheldon,  of  Lyme,  who  had  married  Elizabeth^  Ely, 
a    'eat-grand-daughter  of  Lieut.  Reinold,*  he  settled  in  Litch- 
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field,  and  was  the  first  to  practice  law  in  that  town.  He  was 
King's  Counselor  or  prosecuting  officer  for  that  part  (A  the  State, 
resigning  the  office  at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution.  He  was 
long  a  leader  among  the  eminent  lawyers  who  gave  brilliancy  to 
the. Litchfield  bar,  and  was  a  professor  in  the  famous  Litchfield 
Law  School,  founded  in  1 784  by  Judge  Tapping  Reeve. 

He  had  <i  Urge  landed  propem-  in  Litchfield,  and  a  fine  library  for  die 
time ;  but  by  cooseDiing  to  scn-e  as  suren-  on  bonds,  and  other  misfortunes, 
as  the  Colonial  Records  state,  he  became  involved :  yet  such  was  the  re* 
spect  in  «'hich  he  was  held  that  special  Acts  protecting  his  property  from 
creditors  who  were  attempting  to  deprive  him  of  it,  were  passed  in  bis 
favor,*  and  through  all  his  reverses  he  retained  the  esteem  of  aU. 

Several  references  to  purchases  <A  land  by  him  from  1 764 
onward,  in  Berkshire  co.,  Mass.,  appear  on  the  Land  Records  in 
Kttsfield,  Mass.  The  "  History  of  Litchfield  "  has  a  eulogistic 
notice  of  his  wife : 

She  is  worthy  of  honorable  mention  among  those  who  have  done  most 
to  reflect  honor  upon  Litchfield.  She  possessed  a  rare  combiiution  of 
talents  and  accomplishments,  blended  with  Christian  virtues.  Bom  to  tbe 
prospect  of  a  fortune,  highly  educated  and  refined,  she  met  the  reverses  of 
aftet^if e  in  a  manner  that  conunanded  the  admiration  of  tXL 

The  Litchfield  records  contain  the  names  of  several  negro  ser- 
vants, whom  he  owned  before  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  Con- 
necticut.f

Line,  i  Jan'y.  I777.  and  promoted  to  be  brigade  major  of  Var- 
niim's  brigade  in  the  winter  of  1777-8  ;t  tetters  still  preserved 
describe  his  privations  in  the  memorable  ■vfaA<tx  at  Valley  Foi^ ; 
he  was  in  the  battle  of  Germantown  and  other  engagements,  and 
gained  the  reputation  of  a  brave,  energetic  and  skillful  officer. 
On  one  occaaon,  bdng  suddenly  called  into  action,  he  thrast  his 
orderiy-bo(^  into  his  bosom,  and  on  his  return  to  quarters  found 
a  bullet  lodged  in  the  book.  His  medical  knowledge  was  utilized 
while  in  the  serxnce,  for  "Maj.  Marvin"  was  ordered  to  "repair

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tend  the  sick  there."*  A  contemponiy  wrote :  —  "  Conceiving 
himself  superseded  or  neglected,  he  resigned,  and  vttb  honor  un- 
tarnished returned  to  Norwich  and  resumed  the  practice  of  his 
profession."  In  March,  1779,  aa  the  New  London  alarm,  he 
acted  as  volunteer  aide  to  Gen.  Wadsworth,  for  which  service 
the  L^iistature  voted  him  £69 :  &f  .f  When  peace  was  estab- 
lished he  took  a  [n'ominent  part  in  reorganizing  the  State  militia, 
■vas  chosen  captain  of  the  company  in  Chelsea  Landing  (Nor- 
wich), was  successively  elected  major  and  coltHiel,  and  in  1793 
was  aiqwinted  brigadier  general,  which  position  he  hdd  until  his 
death.  "  Attractive  in  person  and  engaging  in  manner,  he  was 
universally  beloved  and  respected,  and  his  memory  was  cherished 
long  after  he  had  passed  away."  In  July,  1783,  he  was  one  of 
the  "  signers  "  against  the  illicit  trade  carried  mi  by  the  Royalists. 
When  the  yellow  fever  vpnaA  to  the  Nmth  in  1798,  he  went  to 
New  York  to  study  the  fiiffrat*.  and  gave  much  attention  to  the 
methods  employed  by  the  best  skill  <k  the  time.  Soon  after  his 
return  to  Norwich  the  fever  appeared  there ;  be  was  devoted  in 
his  attentions  to  those  attacked  by  the  disease,  but  soon  fell  a 
victim  himself,}  and  as  the  late  Dr.  Woodward,  Pres.  of  the 
Connecticut  Medical  Soc'y,  who  remembered  his  services,  said : 
"  He  offered  his  own  life  in  the  devoted  endeavor  to  ward  off 
the  blow  of  the  destroyer  from  others." 

The  death  of  Gen.  Marrin  —  for  be  was  bcttv  known  by  his  mOItaiy 
than  bis  professional  title — prednctd  a  pnfooad  imprcssion  upon  the 
eomainaity.  The  Ntrwkk  CMiritr  of  the  wth  Sept  foUowiog  said: — 
Died,  last  Friday  laoniing,  in  the  45th  year  of  his  age,  of  the  fever.  Gen. 
Elihu  Marvin,  whose  enlighiesed  underaundin^,  whoae  phSaathn^'c  heart, 
whose  pure  principles,  whose  regular  deportment  and  domestic  vlrtoes  dis- 
tinguished Us  cbaraoer.  While  society  regrets  his  lots  as  a  dtisen,  all  Us 
acquaintances  lament  a  Mend.  Thou^  misfortune  had  shaded  his  life, 
it  had  not  stained  his  integrity.    He  had  improved  by  its  painful  tnstnic-

Diulle)'  Marvin  bad  not  long  been  admitted  to  the  bar,  when  he  had  no 
ntperior  and  few  if  any  equals  u  an  advocate  in  the  western  counties.  One 
of  Ac  judges  before  whom  be  argued  said :  ■■  I  frequendy  listened  with  ad- 
niniion  to  bis  exceedingly  able  and  eloquent  summisgi  iq>,  in  juiy  trials." 
[TnnieT's  Hiattxy  of  Phelps  and  Gorfaam  Purchase,  I  S3.] 

During  the  War  of  i8i3  be  -vns  id  active  service  as  a  lieuten- 
ant in  the  iitfa  reg*!,  Ontario  co. ;  he  was  quartennaster  1818, 
adjutant  1819,  major  1820  and  colonel  of  the  same  regiment  in 
1821 ;  later  he  was  brigadier  and  major-general,  and  is  still  re- 
membered by  his  military  title.  In  1832  be  was  elected  to  Con- 
gress  as  a  Whig,  and  was  twice  re-elected  from  Ontario  co. 
After  his  term  exjnred  he  spent  some  time  in  Maryland  and  Vir- 
ginia. In  1836  he  removed  to  New  York  dty,  where  he  prac- 
ticed, but  in  1843  settled  in  Rijdey,  where  he  passed  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life;  in  1846  he  was  again  elected  to  Congress 
from  that  district. 

While  serving  his  first  term  he  became  a  waim  personal  friend  of  Henry 
Clay,  then  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  the  intimac}-  contintted  through  life. 
In  a  speech  on  the  Mexican  war,  In  Congress,  In  1847,  discussing  the  Presi- 
dent's message,  his  remarlu  on  the  question  of  slavery  in  the  territories  were 
almost  prophetic  in  their  character. 

He  toolt  an  active  port  in  the  tempenince  movement,  and  in 
the  Presbyterian  Chiu'ch  in  Ripley.  He  was  a  gentleman  of 
fine  personal  presence,  erect  and  tall,  and  of  great  popularity.

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which  Included  three  men  hired  to  uiiat  them  on  the  tedioiu  way,  accom- 
plUhed  the  journey  on  foot  Their  home  was  five  mile*  from  the  nearest 
church  and  two  milei  from  the  school-house,  which  was  reached  by  a  blazed 
path  tlirougb  the  woods,  with  not  a  house  on  the  way;  and  the  party  of 
■ix  or  seven  children  was  guarded,  while  going  and  netunting,  t^  a  faith, 
ful  and  intelligent  dog,  which  was  their  sole  protector.  In  spite  of  their 
privations  the  children  obtained  a  good  education,  and  sewral  of  them 
became  luccessful  teachers  in  colleges,  seroinaries,  or  schools.

••  Hitty  "  Man-in  is  the  heroine  of  a  romantic  stor}-,  which  her  husband 
used  to  relate  to  his  nephews  and  nieces,  according  to  which,  when  a  child 
ai  six  or  seven  years  old,  she  concealed  her  "  cousin,"  Gov.  Matthew  Gris- 
wold,  when  pursued  by  Tories  during  the  Revolution,  —  biding  him  under 
a  pile  of  linen  which  she  was  bleaching  at  the  time,  and  while  replj-ing  tnith- 
fully  to  their  questions,  was  enabled  through  their  misconstruction  of  her 
aaawen,  to  send  them  away  without  discovering  the  man  they  sought 
This  tale,  which  is  given  more  fully  in  Fam.  Hist  and  Gen.  (Ill :  173-4), 
with  some  comments,  is  believed  by  relatives  to  have  had  a  foundation, 
though  the  exact  incident  has  been  forgotten.

Johnson  appointed  him  Provisional  Coventor  of  Florida;  whUe  Ixrid- 
ing  this  ofice  he  was  dected  to  the  U.  S.  Seiute  by  the  State  Legislature,  but 
in  spite  of  his  loyalty  acknowledged  by  Sumner  in  a  speech  in  the  Senate, 
he  was  eadnded  as  not  baring  been  chosen  at  an  election  at  which  negroes 
voted;  he  then  returned  to  Ne«-  York,  and  in  1867  setticd  in  Skaneatdes. 
For  many  yeua  he  was  Senior  Warden  of  St.  James's  Church  in  that  town.*

His  father's 
will  gave  him  the  "mentchon  house  called  Edons 
alles  (alias)  Dreybrockes,*  and  ij  Croftes  of  land  called  Hartles 
and  Brocken  Heddes,"  on  the  condition  that  he  paid  his  mother 
yearly  during  her  life  "  the  fulle  sume  <rf  Sexe  Foundes,"  in  de- 
fault of  which  it  was  to  pass  to  his  brother  Reincdd  with  a  like 
condition.     He  was  then  about  fifteen  years  old.     He  {vobaUy 
resided  there  with  his  mother  until  her  death  in  May,  1633. 

He  married  (i),  about  1622,  Elizabeth ,  bom  about  1604, 

judging  from  her  age  as  given  when  she  went  to  America;  she 
died  in  Hartford,  probably  about  1640 ;  and  from  the  ages  of 
his  younger  children,  certainly  not  later  than  1647.

He  resided  on  the 
comer  of  VOIage  (now  Pleasant)  and  Front  streets,  the  lot  front- 
ing east. 

In  1640  he  lived  in  the  north-cut  part  of  the  viUage  [of  Hartford].  His 
lot  was  bounded  north  on  the  road  from  Centinel  Hill  to  North  Meadow 
road  ;  wcit,  on  Wm.  Keltey's  lot ;  Mudi,  on  Stephen  HartK ;  cast,  by  road 
from  Windsor  to  Wethersfield,  bj-  North  Meadow. f 

In  an  allotment  to  the  proprietors  of  undivided  lands  in  Hartford  in 
which  Matthew  bad  rights,  he  received  at  one  time  30  acres,  and  at  uotber 
38;  the  division  was  made  according  to  the  "pnqiOTtions  payed  for  tbe 
purchau  of  sayd  lands." 

Hewat'Surua}-er'<Btirve)-or}of  Highways  1639  and  1647.  9  Nov.,  1C40, 
Matthew  and  another  were  fined  five  shillinga,  ■•  f or  puting  ouer  of  their 
bogcs  ouer  the  great  riuer"  [the  Connecticut].  March,  i6ji,  in  an  agree- 
ment about  fencing  land  to  the  comer  of  John  Clarit's  lot,  in  the  ••  Souldiers  - 
Field,"t  (which  he  signs  •*  Mathen'  MartMn,")  he  is  to  maintain  a  •*  Cunmon 
gate  "  to  the  North  Meadow  ;  and  "  if  any  children  shal  be  taken  swinging 
by  the  said  mathew  meruill,  he  shaD  compU)-n  to  their  parents  or  masters 
&  if  tbej'  doe  not  resffaine  them  the  second  time  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him 
to  [illegible]  them,  &  if  they  brake  the  gate  ther  parents  or  masters  shall 
make  It  good,"  ctcj 

In  1648-9  he  was  \vied  ten  shillings  "  for  killing  a  wolfe."  At  a  "  Par- 
ticular Court,  34  April,  1649,  ^  ^'**  '^  plaintiff  !n  a  case  against  Matthew 
Beckwith  for  defamation  of  character,  and  recovered  damages  to  the  amount 
of  j^fo.  Tliis  was  remitted  by  the  Court  on  Beckwith's  making  a  public 
retraction  of  tbe  slander. 

He  apparently  contemplated  settling  in  Farmingtun,  Ct., 
whither  Reindd  had  gone,  for  both  owned  lands  and  dwelling 
houses  there.  Before  1653  (date  of  enti^-),  Matthew  sdd  to 
Nathaniel  Kellogg  his  dwelling  house  and  land  there.||  In  1650, 
he  went  to  Norwalk,  Ct.,  where  he  was  one  of  the  original  set- 
tlers. In  the  Agreement  of  the  Norwalk  Planters  with  Roger 
Ludlow,  19  June,  1650,  and  in  the  deed  from  Rtmckinheage  and

His  htmieJot  in  Norwalk,  of  four  acres,  nas  "  bounded  east  by 
Town's  Highway,  west  by  Danid  Kellogg's  bome4ot,  north  by 
Thomas  Fitch's  home-lot,  south  \fy  Meeting-house  yard  and 
Matthew  Marvin,  Jr.'s  homeJot." 

SeUedc  njs  "  tbia  house-lot  mvked  the  ■  HoUot  '  in  which  the  new  Mt- 
4en  paued  their  fint  days  and  ni^ts."  The  "  Heetiiig-hoiue  yard  and 
Andeot  Parade"  {nirw  or  recently  owned  by  H.  M.  Prowitt),  forms  the 
comer  of  East  Avenue*  and  the  "ancient  county  road  from  Stamford  to 
Fairfield." 

Haniuh  (Marvin)  Seymour  lived  opposite,  and  a  little  to  the 
south ;  Matthew,  Jr.'s  tot  of  three  acres,  two  roods,  was  between 
that  of  Kellogg  on  the  west  and  the  "  Meeting-house  greene  "  on 
the  east,  ninning  back  to  his  father's  estate,  and  fronting  south 
on  the  road  to  Stamford.t 

John  Bouton,  Matthew's  step-son,  and  later  his  son>in4aw,  lived 
on  the  south  side  of  the  road  after  it  turned  westward,  and  his 
house  was  opposite  his  sister  Bridget's,  who  lived  next  west  of 
Matthew,  Jr.  Thus,  like  the  patriarchs  of  dd,  clustered  about 
his  home  were  those  of  his  sons  and  daughters. 

The  late  Rev.  Dr.  Bouton,  of  Concord,  X.  H.,  a  descendant  of  Matthew 
Marvin  and  of  his  son-in'4aw  John  Bouton,  Jr.,  in  an  "  Historical  Sermon  on 
the  two  hundredth  annlversar}-  of  the  settlement  of  the  town,"  said  •■  Re- 
spect was  paid  to  age,  character,  rank  and  property,  in  assigning  the  Nor- 
waUc  borae4o1s,  and  that  of  Matthew  was  evidendy  one  of  the  most  desir- 
able. . . .  His  name  is  inscribed  on  almost  ever^-  page  of  Nontalk's  early 
histoT)'. . . .  Devout,  discreet,  calm,  sound  in  judgment,  he  gained  and  held 
the  confidence  of  his  fellow-dtiiens,  and  discharged  for  them  many  oAoes 
of  dvQ  life."  The  frequent  use  of  the  title  "  Mr.,**  as  a^^lied  to  him  on 
the  records,  and  the  value  of  his  estate,  confirm  this  estimate  of  the  man. 
The  wealthiest  proprietor  was  Thomas  Fitch,  whose  estate  of  "lands  and 
accommodations"  was  £i\A-  That  of  Matthew  was  £2^^,  and  his  son's 
estate  was  exactly  half  his  father's,  /139  :  10,  in  1652. 

Toward  the  close  of  his  life  he  made  provision  for  his  daugh- 
ters, all  of  whom  had  married  ;  some  had  already  been  remem-

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bered ;  to  the  others  be  made  liberal  gifts.  Gnuits  on  the 
records,  and  the  List  of  9  Feb.,  1671/2,  in  which  his  estate  is 
reckoned  at  ;£i69,  show  that  he  had  given  most  of  it  to  his 
children.* 

He  was  sent  as  a  Deputy  in  1654,  and  was  among  the  first 
to  represent  the  town  ;t  19  May  of  that  year  he  was  "  freed  from 
Watching  and  training,"  The  old  records  of  the  Church  are 
irretrin-ably  lost,  and  what  position  he  held  therein  is  unknown. 

When  Ae  meetiDg-boiue  wu  enlarged  in  1664  to  neariy  double  its  origi- 
ul  sise,  the  to«-n  "appoyntcd  Tbomu  Fitch  sen.  and  Matthew  Marvin  md., 
to  call  oift  as  many  many  men  as  diey  think  fitt . . .  To  fell  and  catt  die 
timber  and  allso  to  summon  each  to  draw  the  aaied  timber."  When  the 
enlargement  was  completed,  Matthew  and  his  anociatei  were  instructed  "  to 
pnnidc  a  luncheon  and  a  barrel  of  good  beans  for  the  help." 

In  1678  began  a  quarrel  about  movbg  the  location  of  the 
meeting-house ;  in  1680  a  new  and  larger  structure  was  erected 
on  the  opposite  sde  of  the  street,  some  distance  northward, 
but  Matthew  did  not  live  to  see  it  occupied. 

The  ancient  Norwalk  records  have  many  references  to  his 
name,  as  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  foundation  of  the  town ; 
that  it  is  still  honored  by  its  citizens  was  pleasantly  shown  in 
June,  190Z,  when  the  School  Committee  of  the  East  Norwalk 
district,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  decided  to  call  the  new  schod  in 
that  part  of  the  town  the  "Marvin  School." 

The  time  of  his  death  has  not  been  found ;  his  will  is  dated 
30  Dec.,  1678,  and  the  inventory  12  July,  1680.

1  Thin  Richard  Bushnell  «-as  the  son  of  his  daughter  Maty;  Fiands,  men- 
tioned in  the  nest  cIsum,  had  rcccnily  married  his  gianddaughtcr.  Hannah  S«y- 
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Dm.  John  Ptatt,  one  of  the  executors,  was  a  broiher-Tn-Uw  of  Ueut 
Reinold*  Marvin,  having  married  Hannah  Qarke,  mter  of  the  latlcr'i  wife^ 
and  daughter  of  George  Carkc,  of  Mflford ;  the  families  were  ck»dy  con- 
ii«cted  by  other  marriages.  John  Bouton,  the  other,  was  Matthew's  son-in- 
law.  Of  the  Overseers,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Handford  was  the  Norwalk  minister, 
and  Lieut  Olmstead  commanded  the  train-band. 

When  the  will  was  offered  for  probate,  Matthew,  Jr.,  objected 
to  some  (rf  its  provisions,  but  these  objections  were  withdraivTi 
in  consequence  of  an  agreement  recorded  6  No\'.,  1680  ;* 

"  We  John  Bovton  [and  Thomas  Semer]  in  our  owne  and  in  our  wives 
rights :  and  in  the  right  of  our  brother  and  sister  Oarke,  doe  Co\-enant  and 
engage  unto  our  sd  brother  Matthew  Maivin  ....  that  [he]  shall  ha%-e  the 
eighth  part  of  the  said  eSects."  Signed  Thomas  Semer,  John  Bowton.  The 
eight  parts  were  doubtless  those  of  the  eight  tinng  children  of  Matthew. 
It  was  also  agreed  that  Matthew'  bad  disposed  of  certain  lots  to  his  sAn, 
Matthew,  Jr.  Matthew  then  withdrew  his  objections  and  "  desires  the  Wilt 
to  be  probated."  The  widow  made  oath  to  tl)e  inventor}-  17  Dec.,  1680, 
and  the  will  was  finally  presented  and  approved  25  Jan'y,  1680/I.

3  Elizabeth,'  daughter  of  Matthew'  and  Elizabeth  Marvin, 
baptized  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Great  Bentley,  England, 
15  Sept.,  1622;  died  in  1708  rt  *■/■;  marriedj  before  1650, 
Dr.  John  Olmstead  (father's  name  unknown),  probably  a  nephew 
ctf  James,  who  came  from  London  in  the  "Lion,"  in  1632,  and 
in  his  will,  mentitms  John  as  "kinsman."  He  died  2  Aug.,  1686. 
In  his  will,  probated  22  Sept.,  1686, he  calls  himself  "aged  60," 
which,  saj's  Savage,  "  was  no  doubt  by  several  years  too  small  a 
reckomng."  He  left  a  good  estate  ;  to  the  slaves  he  possessed 
he  gave  their  freedom  on  the  death  of  his  wife. 

He  «ru  a  proprietor  ai  Hartford  "bj-  courtesie  of  .  t  lawn,"  in  1639;$ 
his  home-lot  was  on  the  west  side  "of  the  road  from  Get.  %t  Steel's  to  the 
Great  Swamp ; "  he  removed  to  Saybrook,  where  he  was  a  "  leather  scaler  " 
in  1656;  he  was  at  Mohegan  (afterwards  Noraich)  in  1659,  with  a  home- 
lot  near  that  of  Adgate,  hii  farother-io4aw  ;  In  1661  he  is  called  a  shoemaker 
there.  Miss  CauDcinb  says:|  ■•  He  was  undoubtedly  the  first  pbysidaa  of 
the  settlement  [Norwich],  though  the  articles  enumerated  in  his  inventory 
would  imply  that  he  stiU  continued  his  practice  with  the  last  and  lap-stone. 
For  several  years  he  was  on  the  Grand  Jurj'  of  the  county."  He  was  a 
freeman  of  Norwich  in  1663,  and  surgeon  of  part  of  (he  forces  in  Kinf 
Philip't  war.

In  the  Deed  made  with  Runckinheage  and  other  "Norwake"

siderati<m  was  "thirty  fathum  of  Wampum,"  and  various  other 
articles,  inclttding  kettles,  coats,  ppes,  needles,  etc. 

His  bomeJot  fronted  .on  the  road  to  Stamford,  ha%'ing  the 
meeting-house  lot  on  the  east,  his  father's  lot  as  its  rear  north- 
ern buundarj-,  and  Daniel  Kellogg's  lot  on  the  west.  His  estate 
of  "lands  and  accommodaticms,"  in  1665,  was  ^£135  ..  10.  He 
is  frequently  called  "  Mr."  on  the  Ton-n  Records,  Snd  was  often 
intrusted  with  important  matters  of  public  business,  in  church 
and  civil  affairs.  He  was  tou-n  clerk  in  1660,  '61  and  '62 ; 
townsman  or  selectman  in  1660  and  1679,  and  perhaps  in  other 
years ;  some  of  the  records  are  missing,  but  apparently,  by  his 
signature  as  witness  to  a  deed,  on    t;  April,  1694,}  he  served

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in  that  year  also.  He  was  "accepted  to  be  made  free"  13  Oct^ 
1664;  the  freeman's  oath  was  ordered  to  be  taken  in  the  follow- 
ing May. 

3  June,  iti6G,  "  Thomu  Sejinour,  Matthew  Marvin,  Jr.,  Daniel  KcOofg 
and  John  Bouton  were  granted  all  that  creek  lying  between  Thos.  Seitnour's 
barn  and  barren  marsh,  for  which  said  persons  were  to  procure  a  highway 
to  Bouton's  Island."  , 

At  the  town  meeting  32  JanV,  1669/70,  •*  Mr.  Thomas  Fitch  and  Matthew 
Mar\-in  junior,  are  desired  and  apointed,  and  it  is  left  to  their  discretion,  to 
treat  with  the  Indians  touching  the  lands  between  the  West  branch  of  Nor- 
walk  ri^-er  and  Saketuk  river."  He  was  again  appointed  on  a  similar  com- 
mittee, in  June,  1670. 

9  March,  1685,  "  Mathew  Ma^^■en  is  freed  from  traj-ning  not  from  watch- 
ing and  warding,"  at  a  Court  held  in  Fairfield.     (Fainield  rec,  1 :  194.) 

4  December,  16S8,  the  town  voted  that  "a  fence  shall  be  made  and  sett 
up  for  y*  taking  in  of  a  winter  wheat  field  ....  the  first  lott  should  begin 
all  y*  gate ;  which  iirst  lott  wax  drawn  by  Matthew  Mar^-in  Sen'.*  There 
were  thirtj--OBe  lou,  and  "  Matthew,  Jr.,"  drew  No.  33, 

30  Feb.,  1694/5,  he  was  the  chairman  of  a  committee  with  fuB  powers  to 
repair  the  old  bridge  across  the  Norwalk  river,  or  to  build  a  new  one  as 
they  might  deem  expedient. 

At  the  town  meeting  3i  Feb.,  1670/1,  "  Matt'iu  Junior,  was  chosen  to 
swepe  the  m eating-house,  and  to  have  aoj.  for  nis  pains."  From  duties 
connected  with  the  church  assigned  to  him  at  a  ater  period,  it  is  thought 
that  he  was  one  of  the  deacons,  but  the  church  records  have  been  de5tro)'ed. 
16  Jan'y,  1694/5,  he  was  on  a  '■  Towne  committee,"  of  which  his  brothers- 
in-law,  Sergt.  John  Bouton  and  Samuel  Smith,  were  also  members, "  to 
Exercise  their  best  prudence  to  look  out  for,  and  to  endea\-or  what  in  them 
lyedi,  in  the  use  of  all  lawful  meanes,  for  to  obtaine  a  faJthfull  Minister  and 
Dispenser  of  the  word  of  the  Gospell  to  us  in  this  place."  They  obtained 
the  Re\-.  Stephen  Buckingham,  and  8  Oct.,  1697,  Maidiew  was  appointed, 
with  James  Olmstead,  "for  to  signrfie  unto  the  Reverend  Elders  at  y*  time 
of  ordination,  y*  desire  and  good  agreem'  of  y*  towne  with  y*  Church  in 
)-*  ordayning  "  of  that  clergjman.  The  same  month  he  was  chairmnn  of  the 
committee  of  five  "  who  are  by  }■*  Towne  desired  to  take  care  for  y*  provid- 
ing of  a  comfortable  enteruynement  for  )■<  Reverend  Elders  and  Messengers 
when  heare  at  )■•  time  of  ordination  ;  y*  charge  of  their  entertajument  to  be 
payd  by  y*  inhabitants  of  )■«  towne."'  14  Jan")',  1702/3,  the  "towne  did  by 
vote  grant  and  allow  unto  Matthew  Man-in,  libeny  to  siti  in  y«  Deacon's 
seat  before  y»  Pulpiti,  for  y«  benefit!  of  his  hearing  y*  word  preached."  He 
was  then  about  75  years  old. 

He  owned  iarjic  parcels  of  Ir.nd  in  varioii>  parw  of  the  towii,  duscrilieil  in 
tht  di-wLs  of  gift,  and  there  are  fretiueiit  references  on  ihe  reconN  to  trsns-
